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County Revision In State 
Aid Means $450,000 Loss 


Cook County's proposed revision of the 


state aid formula will mean a $450,000 
loss to Schaumburg Township School 
Dist. 54, said Marvin Lapicola, business 
manager. 


"If the suit filed by Cook County Asses- 


sor P. J. Cullerton against Gov. Richard 
Ogllvle for intentional fraudulent and il- 
legal computation of the state multiplier 
used in Cook County assessments is won, 
we lose," Lapicola said. 


He explained Cook County's equal- 


ization factor of 1.59 is higher than the 
1.43 downstate equalization factor. "If 
the courts rule that the factor should be 
1.43 throughout the state Dist. 54 would 


probably lose $29 million in equalized as- 
. seised valuation," he said. 


"THIS LOSS OF equalized valuation 


means we win get about $250,000 more in 
state aid." 


"However the loss of equalized as- 


sessed valuation also means this district 
would definitely lose about $700,000 of in- 
come through taxes," Lapicola said. 
"What happens is we get $250,000 more, 
they take away $700,000 and we end up 
with a $450,000 loss," he said. 


State aid distribution is set by a for- 


mula based in part on a school district's 
wealth or. assessed valuation of property. 
In order to compensate for discrepancies 


in county assessment practices, the for- 
mula includes an equalizer. The equal- 
izer multiplied by the assessments sets 
an equalized assessed valuation used in 
state aid computation. 


Lapicola added equalized 'assessment 


figures are used not only to compute 
state aid but also a district's tax collec- 
tion and'bonding power. If the equalizer 
were dropped the district's power to sell' 
bonds or borrow money decreases. 


"We agree that a better method of as- 


sessment and taxation must be found'but 
it's got to be through legislation not 
backtracking through law suits," said 
Lapicola.

Convention With Conservative Flavor

MIAMI BEACH - If there is a typical 


delegate at this gathering of the Republi- 
can Party, it might well be Bernard Pe- 
dersen, GOP committeeman of Palatine 
Township. 


Pedersen describes himself without 


apology as a conservative — a label that 
for some years during the days of civil 
rights demonstrations and Kennedy Cam- 
elot took on a somewhat derogatory con- 
notation — and he appears very much in 
tune with the majority sentiment of his 
party's 1972 convention. 


The conservative flavor of this con- 


vention, and of the Illinois delegation, 
was clearly .la evidence Tuesday when a 
llberafljr oriented plan for future selec- 
tion of delegate* to the convention was 
soundly defeated. 


Pedenen wai among the 50 Illinois 


delegates who voted against a plan that 
many observers viewed as a vehicle that 
would aid Sen. Charles H. Percy in a 
1976 bid for the presidential nomination. 


BERNIE PEDERSEN 


Percy was able to attract only eight 


votes from the Illinois delegation for a 
plan that would have favored his state 
and other large industrial states at the 
expense of the smaller, rural states of 
the Southern and Western areas of the 
nation. 


PEDERSEN EXPLAINED the senti- 


ment behind the vote that defeated the 
Percy plan: 


"The Eastern states of the country 


controlled the selection of presidential 
candidates until 1960, and there is consld- 
enbM feeling among the delegates that 
the Eastern states are trying to get their 
control back." 


Pedersen recalled the 1952 convention 


in which the, Midwestern and Western 
states were strongly in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Ohio Sen. Robert A. Taft, but 
were unable to overcome sentiment of 
the so-called Eastern Establishment for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


There is considerable sentiment here, 


as. expressed from the convention po- 
dium by Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia, that the smaller states be granted a 
certain minimum representation and that 
the population base embodied in the Per- 
cy plan not be made absolute. 


As Pedersen explained it, "I don't be- 


lieve that the Constitution originally was 
emphatically designed to adhere to the 
one-man, one-vote philosophy."

MSDSues 
To Halt Lake 
Water Usage 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review, of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the efforts of the local communities 
— Dee Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — to develop a 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the water 
commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
U.S. Supreme Court order of 1967. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (cfps) from the lake. The 
court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously in-making the al-- 
tocation." 


The state has allocated 34.8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42.5 
by 1960. Tree" towns was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1980. 


Of the maxfr>n"n allowable diversion^ 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD' 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" sewage 
down the Chicago River.

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Expensive Road Of Living In Northwest Area 
Suburbs No Haven For The Elderly

Growing old, men wear the bottoms of 


their trousers rolled, and tread lightly 
over the expensive road of living in the 
Northwest suburban area. 


In a suburb where "children under 12 


are admitted free," senior citizens who 
live alone often find ft hard to make ends 
meet. 


Senior citizens in other metropolitan 


areas sometimes are the special custom- 
ers of merchants who offer discounts on 
d r u g s , cosmetics, haircuts, trans- 
portation services, food and clothing bills 
as well as entertainment. 


White Store Mgr. Nick Flocco of Sny- 


der Drugs in the Golf-Rose Shopping 
Center says, "this isn't exactly geriatric 
haven," he touches on two of the prob- 
lems of being over 65 in a suburb geared 


to the Under-25 set. 


BECAUSE THE 1970 census lists only 


666 persons in Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg over 65, their presence is 
obscured and often ignored. There are 
very few ^discounts available to them, 
and without a bus system, transportation 
is difficult at best. 


A haven the area is not, but at least 


two discounts are available from local 
entrepreneurs — the Schaumburg Village 
Cab Co. and Woodfield Theater. 


"If a senior citizen asks for a discount, 


we usually offer 10 per 'cent on short or- 
ders and 15 per cent oh rides of about 
$4," said Mrs. Mickey Mandel of 
Schaumburg Cab. The company also 
gives discounts on steady and group or- 
ders. 


Matinees are open to the medi-care set 


until 3:30 p.m. Monday through Friday 
for $1 instead of the usual $2 at the 
Woodfield Theater. 


No area drug stores, however, have 


special programs for the elderly. "If 
there were a large group of senior citi- 
zens out here — say 300 or so — we 
might consider it, because it would open 
up another market area," said Cliff 
Skarr of Town Square Pharmacy, 
Schaumburg. He did not realize the num- 
ber of senior citizens is twice 300 and 
more. Since most of the older folks in the 
area live with then* children, Skarr said, 
the bins are paid by the younger clien- 
tele: 
, 


"The elderly can't afford to live here 


on social security checks," he adds. 


MRS. WILLIAM PETERS said that 


though her husband has a job several 


days a week, "It's kind of hard to man-' 
age everything. Everything is so high. 
Even if you-have a little saving, it all 
goes." 


Mrs. Myrtle Anderson, 75, of Hoffman" 


Estates, sees the problem in another- 
way. She said most of her widow friends ^ 
"have no insurance, since they got mar- 
ried and kept house."

An apartment of her own in Hoffman. 


Estates is a luxury for Mrs. Mary John-: 
son, who moved here from Brooklyn to 
be near her son. She realizes, however, 
that "most individuals can't afford to 
maintain their own home or apartment." -" 


She would like to see drug stores offer 


discounts, since she said, "almost every- 
body I know uses medication of some

The Weather 
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Teachers9 Mood Startles Leaders

As the meeting of High School Dist 211 


teachers broke up Tuesday night, one of- 
ficial of the teachers' bargaining associ- 
ation looked at a companion and said, "I 
underestimated the membership. I really 
didn't expect this tonight." 


The sentiment was repeated over and 


over by association officials as the teach- 
ers left after giving their bargainers 
overwhelming support in their contract 
dispute with the district's board of edu- 
cation. 


"I really thought we were beating our 


heads against the wall with no support," 
Association Pres Doug Verdonck, said. 
"I don't quite believe this." 


The teachers, 835 of the 380 association 


members in the district, had braved the 
imair-conditioned meeting room at the 
Palatine Fire Han to demonstrate their 
desire to have guarantees on "working 
conditions" placed in their 1972-73 con- 
Uact. 


THE NEGOTIATING team for the 


Dist. 211 Education Association has been 
bargaining with the board for five 
months without reaching any agree- 
. ments. The major Issue has been associ- 
: ation demands that guarantees on class 


size, teacher evaluation and assign- 
ments, curriculum planning and other 
"working conditions" be included In the 
new contract. 


As the meeting started, members of 


the bargaining team began methodically 
explaining the process that had led them 
to the meeting. 


"Last fall we sent you a questionnaire 


to determine your priorities," Ron Av- 
ery, head of the negotiations team, said. 
"The top 15 items included assignments, 
class size, curriculum planning and eli- 
mination of noninstructional assign- 
ments. These are the things you asked us , 
to negotiate and these are the very 
things we are hung up on at this mo- 
ment." ' 


The board, Avery charged, has refused 


for the past several years to discuss 
working conditions and is now offering to 
set up joint administration-association 
committees to study problems brought 
up in the talks. 


"The way they take care of working 


conditions is to have us study them," Av- 
ery continued. "We think it's a good idea 
to work things out in committees, but we 
want some of these things in the con- 
tract."

DAVID TOMCHEK, local representa- 


tive of the Illinois Education Association 
(IEA), and Joe Pasteris, IEA state presi- 
dent, also were on hand. Tomchek urged 
the group to hold out for guarantees on 
working conditions in contract language 
because it would be legally binding on 
the board. 


"I was talking the other day to the rep- 


resentatives of the custodians in Dist. 
211. The board of education has appar- 
ently seen fit to enter into negotiations 
on working conditions with the custo- 
dians this year, but not with the teach- 
ers," he said.

assured the teachers they were not 
alone.

The statement drew a smattering of 


applause, but the majority was clearly 
not willing to trust the board. 


The split held up as the voting began. 


No dissent was heard to a motion to sup- 
port the negotiating team. A gray-haired 
teacher stood up and said, "I've been 
teaching for 22 years. I love this profes- 
sion and I have complete confidence in 
the men on the rostrum to negotiate for 
us."

SILENCE FELL over the room mo- 


ments later, however, when Lowell John- 
son, a teacher from Frernd High School 
and member of the association's execu- 
tive board, offered his motion. 


"I move," Johnson said, "that we with- 


draw our services from Dist. 211 on Aug. 
25 and not restore them until the negotia- 
tions committee feels they can reach a 
tentative agreement with the board." 


Tension filled the room. The motion 


meant a strike. 


A second motion was quickly made to 


table the move to strike "for the time 
being." With relief, the teachers passed 
it quickly. They were not yet ready to 
strike. 


THE MEETING quickly bogged down 


in parliamentary procedures. Motions 
and counter-motions flew around the 
hall Tempers flared. 


The group voted to accept guarantees 


on working conditions "only in contract 
language " Someone protested that the 
word "only" made the position a "non- 
negotiable" demand. A motion to soften 
the language failed. 


"We've got to go to the board full guns 


and then if we still can't negotiate we 
can decide whether we want to strike," 
one teacher argued during the discussion 
of whether to include "only" on the mo- 
bon on working conditions. 


Bargaining team member George 


Stewart stepped forward. "I think people 
are getting scared that if we take a stand 
it win mean a strike," he said. "There 
are a lot of things we can dp without 
sinking — use your imagination." The 
crowd laughed. 


Finally teacher Bill Patterson, chair- 


man of the association crisis committee, 
handed out questionnaires asking the 
teachers if they would be willing to hold 
"coffees to explain issues, picket or hand 
out flyers. What lengths are you willing 
to go to to support the negotiations 
team?" he asked. 


THE TEACHERS wrote busily, filling 


the back of the questionnaires with com- 
ments and specific complaints against 
board policy. 


Finally, as they prepared to go home, 


Patterson asked the teachers to attend 
another meeting. "We want a very large 
number of people to attend the school 
board meeting at 8 p.m. Thursday," he 
said. "I think if we can get a lot of 
people there, it will add weight to what 
the negotiation team says."

cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert.

Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSP, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time."

Village Awards Contracts 
For Civic Center Work 


Contracts totaling $178,865 for under- 


ground improvements, excavation of a 
lake and construction of an access road 
at the site of the Schaumburg Civic Cen- 
ter were awarded by the village board 
Tuesday. 


Ground breaking at the site, southeast 


of Roselle and Schaumburg roads, is 10 
a m Saturday. 


Fioravanti Construction Co , Inc , of 


Melrose Park, low bidder of the nine 
firms which submitted quotes on the un- 
derground improvements, won a contract 
for $72,236. Completion is promised with- 
in 60 days after work is started The bids 
did not specify a starting date, but May- 
or Robert 0. Atcher suggested it would 
be 10 days after contract approval. Other 
bids ranged up to the high of $113,893, 
with a 90-day completion clause, sub- 
mitted by Tremar, Inc. 


Consulting engineers for the archi- 


tectural firm that designed the center, 
Eichsteadt Associates, estimated the cost

THE BOARD granted authorization to 


the Metropolitan Sanitary District of 
Greater Chicago to install an oversized 
sewer main drop pipe from a manhole 
being relocated on Woodfield Drive. Cost 
to the village is estimated at $1,600.

Co. When finished, the village will be 
able to shut down its Woodfield lift sta- 
tion. 


Also approved was payment of a vou-

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Schaumburg School Mat 54's challenge 


of the merger of the Northwest Educa- 
tion Cooperative (NEC) and the North- 
west Suburban Special Education Organi- 
zation (NSSEO) may end in a court test. 


"Individual members of the Dist. 54 


School Board question the legality of 
merging the two school district coopera- 
tives," said Dianne Hardt, board presi- 
dent. "We have asked our attorney to 
give us an opinion on the proposed merg- 
er We may take it to court." 


Steps toward a merger were begun last 


month when members of the NEC Gov- 
erning Board voted to put NEC and 
NSSEO under one administrative head. 
The move was made after consultant Os- 
car Chute recommended streamlining 
the cooperatives into a single adminis- 
trative structure. 


Currently NEC leaders are meeting 


with Atty. Allyn Franke to revise the 
NEC and NSSEO charter agreements 
and formalize the merger. The two coop- 
eratives must continue to have separate 
agreements, says Franke, but with an 
added interlocking provision. 


NEC WAS FORMED in 1969, seven 


years after NSSEO. NSSEO's formation 
was a response to state mandates for 
special education. NEC, on the other 
hand, is a largely locally supported 
group with a selection of programs rang-' 
ing from teacher training to data pro- 
cessing. 


All NSSEO members, with the ex- 


ception of Dist. 54, also belong to NEC. 


These members include districts: 15, 21, 
23, K, 26,57, 59,211 and 214. 


According to Mrs. Hardt, "Dist. 54 has 


to stay in NSSEO, and we want to be in 
it. But NEC is a purely voluntary group. 
We question the legality of merging a 
state mandated cooperative with a volun- 
tary cooperative." 


"We like the idea of NEC," added Mrs. 


Hardt "We believe it is needed. But we 
also believe there should be a different 
method for financing it. NEC relies too 
heavily on local funds, and is well on its 
way to becoming a super district." 


Dist. 54 expects an opinion from its at- 


torney sometime next month. If the at- 
torney says the merger is illegal, Mrs. 
Hardt said it is possible the board will 
file suit against NEC. She pointed out the 
board has taken no formal action on the 
proposal, but individual members are 
considering legal action. 


The issue should come to the forefront 


at the board's Sept. 20 meeting Dick 
Schlott, chairman of the NEC Governing 
Board, has been invited to attend the 
meeting to discuss the cooperative. He 
advocates solving the disagreement out 
of court. 


"IT WOULD lower tensions if our legal 


counsels would get in touch with each 
other to iron the problem out. Perhaps 
it's only a misunderstanding," said 
Schlott. 


Following Franke's advice, the NEC 


Board at its last meeting decided Dist. 54 
could vote on all NEC matters con- 
cerning NSSEO. Yet, Mrs. Hardt said the 


procedure is difficult and complicated. 


Ultimately, said Mrs. Hardt, Dist. 54 


would like to-see NSSEO stand alone and 
NEC transformed. Board members have 
proposed turning NEC into an education 
service region, separate from the exist- 
ing Cook County Education Service Re- 
gion. NEC and the present region dupli- 
cate many services, said Mrs. Hardt, but 
the/region has the use of government 
funds. 


'At this time Dist. 54 is apparently 


alone in its stand against the merger. 
Mrs. Hardt said the district is used to a

MIAMI BEACH - "Spare change to 


feed the people." "End the war." "The 
only way Is Christ's way." "The Catho- 
lics in Belfast are oppressed." 


The 36-acre expanse of Flamingo Park 


has turned Into a dusty combination rock 
fest and youth exposition. A far more 
spontaneous convention than the one a 
few blocks north. 


"Everyone's been on an ego trip, with 


a special cause," a Springfield youth 
said. "Bonds started forming Monday 
night when Jane Fonda spoke." 


While everyone has a common cause, 


the one common cry is "end the war." 
And the Vietnam Veterans Against the 
War say it with the most force. 


"We're almost 1,000 strong, we're or- 


ganized, and we speak the truth," said a 
sweat-drenched veteran in jungle fa- 
tigues and combat boots. 


WAW members seem to be able to 


withstand the intense Miami heat better 
than most groups — they say the weath- 
er In Vietnam is very similiar. 


"Our camping facilities were much 


worse than these in 'Nam. We didn't 
have clean toilets and oceans of drinking 
water." said a vet about the park where 
the environment-conscious keep most of 
the trash picked up. 


THE VETS AGREE that the military 


food was better than the free food at the 
park — though as soldiers they had to 
work for their meals. 


Flamingo Park residents have a choice 


of bread, peanut butter, fruit or mush. 
Mush is a stick-to-your-rlbs combination 
of rice, oatmeal and brown sugar. 


Veterans have their own food. They 


don't rely on anyone for support of any 
kind. 


"We've spent months organizing these 


convention demonstrations. You can't get 
anywhere without organization," said 
Jeff Hillier of Chicago. "We'll join with 
anyone who has the same goals as ours, 
which include peaceful demonstration." 


Hillier is a photography major at 


Prairie State College in Chicago. He 
spent six months in Vietnam. 


"I'm here because in 1968 Nixon prom- 


ised to end the war, and it hasn't been 
ended," Hillier said. "The ground war is 
de-escalating, but the. air attacks are 
harder than ever." 


UNLIKE OTHER end-the«rar groups, 


the veterans feel they have a united front 
and credibility. 


"People have listened to us and will 


continue listening to us," said Chris Di- 
Matteo, a welder for International Har- 
vester Co., Chicago. •> 


"We've been in the war, we've seen it, 


and people know that," he said. 


"The leaders in this country are para- 


noid, and they know the veterans have 
power," said Hillier. "Why do you think 
a Vietnam veteran was asked to give a 
seconding speech for Nixon? Why do you 
think the WAW has been infiltrated by 
informers?" Six veterans recently were 
indicted for allegedly plotting violence 
during the convention. 


"We are a national, .organization. We 


elect our leaders, and we are interested 
in non-violent activity," said DlMatteo. 


Both Jeff and Chris enlisted in the mili- 


tary and have since been-disillusioned 
and "brainwashed" by the system, they 
said. 


IN A MAKESHIFT pup tent during one 


of several Miami thundershowers this 
week, the men told their story. 


"I ended the ground war, not Nixon," 


Jeff said. "The soldiers on the ground 


simply refused to fight. When we were 
sent on patrol, we'd stage fire attacks." 


Jeff said that killing is wrong and that 


he could not morally participate. "My 
upbringing, which included toy guns and 
war comic books, made it too easy for . 
me to kill," Jeff said. "I want peace for 
my children." 


Jeff also said that lies about the war 


have been rampant. "Americans get the 
line that people are fleeing from North to 
South Vietnam to get out of the Commu- 
nist grip," he said. "Of course, people 
are getting out of North Vietnamese: 
cities — those cities get shelled by Amer- 
ican bombers. It's safer in the south." 


CHRIS, WHO went into the service in 


1964, says he never questioned the mili- 
tary. "I was.a good soldier, and believed 
all they told me about stopping the ag- 
gressive Communists," he said. "It 
made me bitter." 


Chris said it's not just the war that 


brought him. 1,260 miles to camp in a 
Vietnam-like heat. 


"It's the system. We're all caught up 


in an inflationary trip," he said. "I'm a 
welder, and I'm a peasant. Working con- 
ditions are deplorable, and wages go up 
right along with the cost of living." 


Chris says the power has to be put 


back in the hands of the people. "Nixon 
appoints commissions, like the one on 
drugs and abortions, then Ignores the 
findings because he personally disagrees 
with them." 


"No one in the government knows 


what's. happening. We want to present 
these messages to the American people 
this week. 


WHILE THE VETERANS had their ac- 


tivities as well thought out as the Re- 
publicans, other Flamingo Park resi- 


dents continued to wander around trying 
to decide what action, if any, to take. 


"It's so useless. Maybe we can stow 


them down and embarrass them, but you 
just can't go up to Nixon and say 'you 
can't run,'" said a wanderer from 
St. Louis. 


'Vl'm going to.get arrested tomorrow. 


Maybe that will help let people know 
things are wrong in this country," he

Miami Outreach Program 
'Peacemakers' Stifle The Rumor Mi 


MIAMI BEACH - Tom Oakes, 32, of 


the Northwest side of Chicago, may be 
the biggest peacemaker at Miami Beach 
this summer. 


He's not a delegate and he's not a Fla- 


mingo Park protester. 


"We don't take anyone's side. We are 


here to make sure everyone is able to 
express then- ideas and see that violence 
does not erupt," Oakes said. 


He is a central coordinator of the 


YMCA-sponsored Miami Outreach Pro- 
gram, which includes about 100 persons 
from 20 states. The program is part of 
the YMCA national training staff for 
youth Outreach workers. 


Workers, from 19 to 25 years old, have 


been through intensive training pro- 
grams, including a week-long session in 
Chicago. 


THE PEACEMAKERS are even more 


obvious at Flamingo Park than the 
makeshift water fountains located every 
lt» feet. Blazon yellow shirts identify the 
group. 


"We're not an undercover group. We 


want people to know who we are," Oakes 
•aid. 


Besides trying to keep tensions mm 


escalating the confrontations between 
groups, Outreach workers provide a ru- 
mor-control service and medical aid for 
an aon delegates. 


"We have an extensive communication 


network throughout Miami Beach," said 


, "We cheek out all rumors sad try 


to spread corrected rumors." 


DRUG OVERDOSE cases at Flamingo 


Park have been dwindling since the be- 
ginning of the week, Oakes said. 


"A combination of park people self-pa- 


troling drug traffic and the increased 
convention-related activities of the past 
few days have kept overdose problems to 
a minimum," Oakes said. "We've been 
treating mostly cuts and bruises lately." 


According to Oakes the most impres- 


sive groups at the convention have been 
the police and the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War (WAW): 


Outreach workers have talked exten- 


sively with the police, residents, dele- 
gates, and non-delegates as a third party 
to get people to listen, not to fight, with 
one another. 


"The police, have done a lot to keep 


things from escalating," Oakes said. 
"They keep their cool in very difficult 


The veterans' group has been organ- 


ized in Miami along with the Outreach 
program since June. 


"They are an impressive 
group. 


They're here to make a point about the 
war and not cause any trouble," said 
Oakes. "They have the organizational 
system to do just that." 


WHILE OUTREACH workers support 


the rights of everyone to gather and be 
beard they art on guard for confronta- 
tions tbaat are potential sources of phys- 
ical violence.

Safe For 'Demockracy'

MIAMI BEACH — You may have 


thought it was a pretty easy, open thing 
to renominate a fellow like President 
Nixon Virtually by acclamation. Actually, 
it involved a-lot of very closely guarded ' 
activities.; •;

I got my fffst hints of how hush-hush 


these matters have to be when I was sit-' 
ting in the Nixon campaign offices in the 
Doral hotel the afternoon of Aug; 17 — 
four days before the Republican con-' 
vention opened. Mys gaze fell upon a 
large brown-paper sack taped to the 
sides of a desk. On it were printed big 
red letters: 
; 


"Classified.. ..Burn." 
This was not the top Nixon cdmniand 


post in the: building. But even if it had 
been, what could there be to burn? 


I suggested to a friend that we monitor 


the bag for an hour or two to see what 
was tossed in, much as columnist Jack 
Anderson used to stake out the late J. 
Edgar Hoover's trash cans. 
• 


AUG. 17, of course, turned out to be the 


last free-roaming day at the Doral. Next 
morning at 7 a.m. the place was locked 
up tight by a variety of edgy security : 
forces. Reporters found they could get to 
the large, lobby-level press room, the 
basement coffee shop, and a telephone or 
two, That was it. 


A reporter was steered carefully to a 


telephone. When he returned, a security 
officer asked: "Did you get your call 
through?" 


The newman responded: "There was 


no answer. In case you're interested, I 
let it ring four times." 


In this holiday town, my mind went 


quickly to 'the idea of an escorted pack- 


age tour. I could perhaps arrange a 
pleasant swing that, all in an hour or 
two, 
would take me to aides Herbert 


Klein, Van Shumway, Fred Malek, etc. 


That hotel was loaded with possi- 


bilities! It's a fair guess that at least 150 
people were there to carry out President 
Nixon's secret plan to win renomination 
' in 1972. One tries to imagine what it 
would have been like if Nixon had had a 
fight on his hands. 


If memory serves, things were a lot 


more relaxed in 1968 when the President 
had some real competition. • 


The Doral naturally was packed with 


communications equipment. There was a 
tight linkio Key Biscayne, a few miles 
.south, where the President, as usual, 
was based. 


THE AVAILABLE evidence indicated 


an army command post was set up, too. 
The street crazies were threatening to 
block the routes around convention hall. 


One hesitates to be sweeping, but I'd 


guess: that never-in convention history 
was so much done to safeguard so little. 


'; Why? It occurred to me, just.offhand, 
that it was a marvelous antidote, for the 
Nixon staff, for the boredom of the rou- 
tine. 


If things are secret, they must be im- 


portant. Right? 


Some top Republicans help the game 


along nicely. Secretary of Interior Ro- 
gers Morton said^ there was a "sense of 
urgency." National Chairman • Robert 
Dole dared to use the word "exciting" to 
describe the happenings. 


In fact, however, what we witnessed 


may be the best-organized, most tightly- 
controlled nonevent of this century.

Just Politics 
Can't Resurrect Riots 
Of 1968 But They Try

MIAMI BEACH - There were perhaps 


SCO young men and women, dressed in 
remnants of olive-drab Army fatigues, 
sprawled on Collins Avenue, the main 
thoroughfare of this peninsula city. 


A reporter arose from among them 


and began to walk toward the driveway 
of the Fontainebleau Hotel, where Cong. 
Pete McCloskey of Californa was chat- 
ting with some of the self-appointed lead- 
ers of this gathering of the Vietnam Vet- 
erans Against the War. 


The reporter was collared by a beard- 


ed "veteran" who told the reporter in 
indignant tones that he was "blocking 
the view" of a number of demonstrators. 


The reporter pointed out to the veteran 


that he and his fellow demonstrators 
were blocking an entire city, and sug- 
gested in terms not to be quoted in a 
family newspaper that the veteran go oc- 
cupy himself otherwise. 


That little tableau says something 


about what is going on here, and about 
the nature of the protest demonstrations 
that now and then break out around the 
Republican National Convention. 


THE DEMONSTRATORS here have 


been greeted by a surprising tolerance

whelming majority of his fellow Illinois 
delegates refused to fall into line with 
Sen.

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Dear Dr. Lamb - Could you please 


dlKum temperature and explain if it is 
normal for a child almost 10 to have a 
regular temperature ranging from 99.2 to 
«9.« degrees? I first discovered this last 
Thanksgiving and it didn't follow an ill- 
ness. She has been seen by the doctor 
twice and there was no sign of illness. 
All of her laboratory studies were nor- 
mal. She looks well and has a good appe- 
tite, but I'm worried about what this 
means. My doctor seems unconcerned. If 
you say the above average, temperature 
is nothing to worry about, I'll ignore it. 
Otherwise, should I take her to another 
doctor or what? 


Dear Reader — You did the right thing 


in taking your daughter to the doctor for 
a good medical examination. Since she 
turned out to be perfectly normal by ex- 
amination I think you could indeed forget 
the problem. Body temperature varies a 
lot In deferent people. The oral tempera- 
ture ranges from 96.6 degrees F. to loo.o 
degrees F. Not only that, some people 
have a normal daily variation in body 
temperature of as much as 2.0 degrees 
F. or 3.0 degrees F. 


Usually the body temperature is lowest 


between 3 and 5 in the morning and it is 
highest in the late afternoon or early 
evening. It is particularly labile in in- 
fants and it's more labile in children 
than it is in adults. Many normal adults 
have an afternoon or early evening tem- 
perature of 99.0 degrees F. or more. 


Body temperature can be influenced by 


a good many factors. Strenuous exercise 
can temporarily elevate the temperature 
several degrees. Even eating hot, spicy 
foods can elevate the temperature in 
some people. The temperature regulating 
center for the brain is located in the area 


called the hypothalamns, which is a 
small structure underneath the brain be- 
hind the eyes. It's literally the switch- 
board for human emotioni. Therefore it's 
not too surprising that emotional reac- 
tions can influence body temperature. All 
things considered, in the face of a nor- 
mal medical examination, I would say 
that your doctor is.probably wise in ig- 
noring it and think you should do the 
same.

I RECEIVE many letters from women 


who have had their tubes tied and later 
regretted it. Attempts have been made 
for several years to reunite severed 
tubes or undo female sterility operations. 
These have met with varied success. For 
readers who are concerned with the 


problem, however, they might be inter- 
ested to know that Dr. Ceiso-Ramon Gar- 
cia at the University of Pennsylvania in 
Philadelphia has developed a micro-sur- 
gery technique. The surgery is done with 
the aid of a microscope and Dr. Garcia 
has been able to obtain successful rejoin- 
ing of open tubes in 50 per cent of his 
cases. Of his first-14 patients, three have 
been pregnant and one of them has had 
two normal pregnancies. 
There are 


many 'problems associated with the re- 
constructive surgery but at least there's 
hope for those who are sorry about the 
whole thing.

The United Nations Postal Adminis- 


tration will issue a commemorative 
stamp for the Economic Commission lor 
Europe (ECE) on Sept. llth. This is the 
regional commission's 25th anniversary. 


Since its inception in 1947, the ECE has 


become a permanent instrument of the 
United Nations — a center for the pro- 
motion of trade, particularly East-West 
trade, for the exchange of technical in- 
formation, for the negotiation of inter- 
governmental agreements and for re- 
search on and analysis of economic de- 
velopments of the region. 


The new stamp was designed by A. 


Medina Medina of Uruguay and will be 
printed by offset at the Government 
Printing Bureau, Tokyo, hi two denomi- 
nations — 21 cents and Fs.1,10 in quan- 
tities of 2,200,000 and 2,100,000 respective- 
ly. 


Four marginal Inscriptions will appear 


on each sheet, two at the top and two at 
the bottom, and will consist of the UN 
seal with the words "Economic Commis- 
sion for Europe" on the top of the seal 
with the date "1972" beneath it on the 21 
cent sheet. A similar text in French will 
appear on the F.s.1,10 sheet. Both de- 
nominations will be printed hi sheets of 
SO stamps. 


First Day Cover service for the U.S. 


denomination will be available from UN 
Headquarters, New York, New York. 
The outside envelope should be clearly 
marked "FDC - ECE - a cents." Remit- 
tance to cover the cost of the stamp plus 
a 5 cent service charge for each cover 
must be included. 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- 


tions of the Swiss denomination must 
sund their self-addressed envelopes to 
United Nation* Postal Administration, 
First Day Cover Service, CH -1211 Gen- 
eva 10, Switxerland.

There are many styles in window cov- 


erings but remaining the moat popular 
and uaed most frequently u toe common 
roll-up window shade 


Such a shade affords privacy and is 


economical, easy to leave up for years 
and Juit as easy to replace. 


But window shades do create an occa- 


sional problem. They may suddenly snap 
up and all privacy is gone Sometimes 
you can't wuid them up at all. 


The parts of a window shade are re- 


paired easily or replaced. Total replace- 
ment is not expensive but sometimes a 
simple repair made at no cost will do 
just fine. 


THE SHADE IS fastened to a wooden 


roller with staples, tacks or tape. Inside 
the roller there is a coil spring with a 
dowel inside One end of the roller has a 
stationary pin The other has a flat, ro-

tating pin. Metal caps protect these 
parti. 


There are tiny pawls that fit into slots 


at the end with the rotating pin. The 
force of rotation causes the pawls to be 
released and that in turn causes the 
spring to raise the shade Whenever you 
stop the shade's movement you cause the 
pawls to drop into place, locking the roll- 
er in that position. 


When the shade does not roll up, in- 


crease the spring tension by pulling the 
shade down a few times. Remove the 
roller from the brackets and roll the 
shade tightly. Put it back and try again. 


The pawls drop into place by gravity 


and sometimes they stick. Check to see if 
this has happened. 


If you lubricate, use graphite, not oil, 


since oil picks up dirt and gums. 


When a shade suddenly snaps up, then 


the spring is too tight Roll the shade to 
the top, take the roller off the brackets, 
unroll about halfway down'and replace. 


WOBBLY AND falling shades may be 


due to loose brackets. Make certain they 
are fastened with screws rather than 
nails 


If you are moving a shade to a slightly 


larger window you can make it work by 
making the brackets stick out a bit far- 
ther by shimming them with bits of card- 
board Or extend the stationary pin by 
pulling it out a little. 


If you move a shade to a narrower 


window (a likeber move), work on the 
fixed-pm end of the roller. Remove the 
fabric and cut the end of the roller where 
the fixed pin is (it pulls out easily). 


Then put the pin back and replace the 


end cap 


Trim the shade by stretching it on a 


flat surface, measuring, marking and 
cutting against a straight edge. Refasten 
the roller with tacks, staples or tape.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Gun-control 


advocates who felt the bill recently 
passed by the Senate was too weak now 
have something to assuage their dis- 
appointment 


In California last week Gov. Ronald 


Reagan signed into law legislation mak- 
ing potentially lethal blowguns illegal 


"This is great!" exclaimed Seymour 


Puffoff, executive director of the Nation- 
al Council for a Sane Blowgun Policy, 
when I called him up for comment. 


"If other states, or maybe Congress it- 


self, will follow through with similar 
measures, America will be a safer place 
in which to live " 


I said, "How many people in the 


United States are killed or wounded each 
year by blowguns?" 


"STATISTICS LIKE that cannot be 


compiled accurately owing to the diffi- 
culty in distinguishing blowgun attacks 
from certain other types of aggression," 
Puffoff replied. 


"Let us say, for example, that a group 


of revelers are pLymg darts in a friend- 
ly tavern. One of them makes an errant 
throw, causing the dart to sail over the 
transom and strike a pedestrian on the 
sidewalk outside 


"The passerby may very well report 


unduly creating alarm that a blowgun 
sniper is at large in the neighborhood 


"On the other hand, someone who is 


actually the victim of a blowgun attack 
may be fooled into thinking he has mere- 
ly been jabbed with a darning needle by 
some disgruntled old maid 


"Other blowgun victims may simply 


conclude that they have accidentally be- 
come involved in mass vaccination pro- 
grams. 


"STILL OTHER blowgun victims may 


erroneously assume that they have been 
inadvertently mainlined by a jittery jun- 
kie who was shaking too hard to hit his 
own arm 


"On balance, it is our belief that far 


more people are being blowgunned than 


is generally realized. Frequent failure to 
report such assaults has given the public 
a false sense of security " 


I said, "Something'•must be done to 


keep breath-propelled weapons out of the 
mouths of criminals." 


"That's only part of it," Puffoff said.

The Needy Are 


With Us, Too 


The question of welfare — the 


serious and profound issue of pub- 
lic aid for the needy — is here with 
us in the suburbs. 


It is largely unseen because we 


live in affluent and comfortable 
neighborhoods without the grimy 
evidence of poverty which has in- 
vaded the metropolitan core, but it 
is here nevertheless. 


It is here in less than the over- 


whelming numbers which charac- 
terize big city welfare dilemmas, 
but the individual plight of the 
homeless and the hungry is just as 
aching, even if their numbers 
among us are fewer. 


Occasionally we hear their sto- 


ries firsthand. The story, for ex- 
ample, of a family of seven who is 
faced with maintaining their basic 
daily vitamin intake despite a cut- 
back in federal programs which 
takes away their supplemental 
food allotment. 


Or the case of a partially blind 


mother of five who no longer can 
sustain herself here because no 
agency will permit a monthly rent- 
al of $250 a month for a house. 


One of the sad things about the 


cases of welfare in the Northwest 
suburbs is that poverty means ex- 
pulsion from this area. 


The poor — even if they are poor 


only temporarily or out of a handi- 
cap — cannot afford to live in our 
midst for very long and they must 
move away. Poverty in the sub- 
urbs means a family must move to 
the inner city or to the dirt towns 
of Illinois or the south. Poverty 
seeks its own level and one of the 
inevitable prices to be paid by a 
poor family is economic banish- 


ment from suburban communities. 


Consider the plight of one family, 


the partially blind woman with five 
children and no husband at home. 
She received slightly less than $100 
from 
township welfare 
coffers 


while she waited to get on Cook 
County general assistance. 


After a two week wait the wom- 


an will receive $292 monthly from 
the county. She cannot possibly af- 
ford to live here on that sum. She 
and her five children will leave us 
shortly. She will relieve us of the 
burden of caring for her and she 
will be forgotten. 


Each year local township gov- 


e r n m e n t s 
budget substantial 


amounts of money for general as- 
sistance although each township 
uses only a fraction of its budgeted 
amount. 


In Wheeling Township, for ex- 


ample, $23,000 was used last year 
>ut of some $46,000 budgeted for 
general assistance. 


Wheeling serves here only as an 


example for a common practice in 
most townships of budgeting well 
in excess of the amount spent. 


We believe in this one case — 


and in selected others — township 
government is acting penuriously. 


Because township general assis- 


tance 
funds 
are 
not received 


through federal or state taxes, the 
townships have virtually 
unre- 


stricted use of their funds. 


We think this gives an excellent 


opportunity to township govern- 
ment to use its knowledge of the 
community and to play an active 
— and compassionate — role in lo- 
cal public aid. 


Olympics' Sex Test 


Maybe their hairdressers know 


for sure, but Olympics officials 
aren't taking any chances. 


To guarantee that none of the 


1,500 women athletes coming from 
around the world to compete in 
Munich this month has not even 
the slightest genetic variation tljat 
might enable her to deliver a 
man's 
performance, 
a special 


team of doctors and scientific as- 
sistants will administer a simple, 
certain and nonembarrassing test 
of femininity. 


The procedure merely requires 


an athlete to part company with 
one of the hairs on her head. The 
hair root cells are dyed red for in- 


spection purposes and then scruti- 
nized under a microscope to de- 
termine whether or not they con- 
tain the male Y chromosome. (Fe- 
male cells contain only X chromo- 
somes.) 


An estimated 70 women, those 


who have never participated in an 
Olympics competition, will under- 
go the chromosome test for the 
first time. An anticipated max- 
imum of only two or three',of them 
are likely to be disqualified on the 
grounds of "intersexuality." 


Those who pass the test with fly- 


ing hair roots will be issued a cer- 
tificate, good for all future Olym- 
pics, testifying that they are 100 
per cent women.

'Big States Vote In Patterns' 


Examine with a skeptical eye any front 


line reports which suggest that the eight 
most populous northern states may be 
spread all over the lot in this election. 
Though Massachusetts is something of 
an exception, generally they tend to vote 
in a pattern. 


If an election is very close, the big 


states may fall on either bide of the 
middle where most of them will be bun- 
ched. Thus it was in 1968, when Presi- 
dent Nixon won four and Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey four. The same split .occurred 
in 1948 between Harry Truman and 
Thomas Dewey. 


Yet this doesn't necessarily follow. 


John F. Kennedy's popular vote in 1960 
was narrower than these two, but still he 
won six of the eight top northern states 
and nearly took a seventh. 


Landslides inevitably engulf all the big 


ones. Dwight Eisenhower swept the eight 
in both 1952 and 1956 and so did Lyndon 
Johnson in 1964. 


The fact is, these large industrial 


states are pretty much the same in 
make-up, despite highly advertised dif- 
ference. To grasp the general con- 
sistency of their behavior in presidential 
elections, you have to look at the specif- 
ics. 


Last time put, for instance, Mr. Nixon 


won California by 3.1 per cent, Illinois by 
2.9, Ohio by 2.3 and New Jersey by 21.

Humphrey margins were a bit large in 


three — 6.7 per cent in Michigan, 5.5 in 
New York, 3.6 m Pennsylvania. Mas- 
sachusetts was a sport, giving Humphrey 
63 per cent to the President's 32 9. 


The strongest evidence of pattern was 


visible not in margins but voter per- 
centages. Leaving out Massachusetts, 
Mr. Nixon in 1968 got percentages rang- 
ing from a high of 47.8 in California to a 
low of 415 in Michigan. Humphrey went 
from a high of 49 8 per cent in New York 
to a low of 42.9 in Ohio. Mostly the two 
men fell between 44 and 47. 


The Truman-Dewey election, com- 


plicated by the candidacy of Henry Wall- 
ace, was tighter still. Massachusetts 
again did not follow form, giving Truman 
anj.1.5 edge. But he took Illinois by just 


.9 per cent, California by .5, Ohio by a 
microsopic .3. 


Dewey in turn picked off New Jersey 


by 4.4, Pennsylvania by 4.0, and 
scraped by in Michigan with 1.6 and New 
York with 1.0 margin. 


Once more, the voting percentages 


bore fascinating similarity. In three of 
the eight, Dewey's vote was identical; 
49.2 per cent. His 43,2 in Massachusetts 
aside, his range in the other seven was 
from 46.0 in New York to 50.9 in Pennsyl- 
vania. 


As for Truman, he ran from a flat 45 


per cent in New York to a high of 50.01 in 
Illinois. He hit near 47 three times. 


Massachusetts is not always sporty. In 


the Eisenhower sweeps, it was right in 
there. In seven of the big eight, Ike in 
1952 got margins of great size and vote 
percentages ranging from 54.2 in Mas- 
sachusetts to 56.8 in New Jersey and 
Ohio. Only Pennsylvania lagged with 
52.7. Adlai Stevenson's losing totals 
spread from 46.9 to a flat 42 per cent. 


Ike's bigger 1956 victory found five 


states giving him totals of 59 3 per cent 
to 64.7, and three trailing at around 55-56. 
In Johnson's 1964 landslide, six states 
gave him from 59.1 to 66.7. Massachu- 
setts at 76.2 and New York at 68.8 were 
somewhat above pattern. 


Kennedy, winning six in 1960, got per- 


centages in seven states running from 


47 4 in Ohio to 52.5 in New York. Five 
were around 51-49. Mr. Nixon, while los- 
ing all but Ohio and California, fell below 
48 just once. Again, Massachusetts was 
above phase — 60 Democratic. The mar- 
gins in three states were less than one 
per cent.

ability; 


—The failure of industry to recruit, 


hire, train, and promote minority person- 
nel; 


—The failure of our educational in- 


stitutons to prepare our children to live 
in a multi-racial world; 


—The attempt by Real Estate agencies 


to actually subvert the 1968 Civil Rights 
Act relative to open housing. 


Our study of institutional practices is 


considered an integral part of our activ- 
ism to achieve the goal of minority par- 
ticipation in America's promises. 


Our tactics will adapt, without illegi- 


timate compromise, to the suburban 
condition. We will be firm, but we may 
not be quiet. We will be moderate when 
moderation is called for, and militant 
when militancy is called for. In the 
words of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., 
"We have a dream," a dream of all men 
living together in brotherhood and har- 
mony, with equality and justice. We hope 
that all people of good will in the North- 
west suburbs will cooperate and join with 
us in working toward realization of this 
dream.

The maximum ransom coverage of- 


fered is 1280,000 and most hijackers de- 
mand more than that. Also, airline offi- 
cials said the coverage is expensive and, 
anyway, experience shows they have a 
much better than 60-50 chance of recov- 
ering ransom money. For example, the 
Algerian government has returned $15 
million in ransoms it seized from hi- 
jacker* of two American planes. Several 
hijackers have been captured or surren- 
dered with the ransom fund intact 


THE BIGGEST worry of the airlines 


over hijackings is damage suits for ac- 
tual injury or emotional distress suffered 
by passengers This is a delicate area 
complicated by the Montreal and War- 
saw Agreements on airline liability to 
passengers The problem is over which 
agreement applies to a particular case or 
does either agreement apply. The War- 
saw Agreement seeks to limit com- 
pensation to $8,300 but the Montreal 
agreement permits recovery of up to 
$75,000. 


In the last analysis it is up to the 


courts to say how much damages must 
be paid in a particular case. 


At least two such cases now pending in 


higher courts are being watched care- 
fully by the industry. 


There is another complication. The 


Warsaw Agreement requires claimants 
to show negligence on the part of the air- 
line. The Montreal Agreement, generally 
regarded as a supplement to the Warsaw 
Agreement, makes no such requirement.

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Arlington In 
Easy Victory

RICHMOND, IND. - The outstanding 


pitching of Jim Hopkins and the dazzling 
team speed of Arlington Heights stunned 
a talented Kokomo. Ind., team here 
Wednesday, 9-4, in the American Legion 
Regional Tournament. 


The surprisingly lopsided victory over 


the Indiana state champ carried the Illi- 
nois titlist into the second round of the 
winner's bracket, against Trent, Mich. 
(30-5) at noon Thursday. 


"It was the fastest I've been all year," 


said Hopkins after his brilliant five-hitter, 
two being scratch singles. 


Reminded that some of his losses .(7-5 


season record) bad been caused by not- 
so-steady play behind him, lie added, 
"Thai's the best support I've seen In a 
long time, both in the field and offensive- 
ly." • 


Probably because of the heat (high 80's 


with sunny skies) and the pressure of the 
opening game, Hopkins failed to mention 
his team's fantastic overall leg work 
(eight stolen bases) that totally demora- 
lized the Kokomo defense. Running at 
will. Heights was led by Bert Newman's 
three stolen bases with two each by Pat 
Broderick and Dave Zare. 


This typical pressure and pecking of- 


fense (Arlington now has 111 steals in 43 
games) was spiced by Coach Lloyd Mey- 
er's usual tricks — the delayed double 
steal and the suicide squeeze. Both 
worked to perfection. 


The game was billed as a weak-hitting 


(.260) Arlington team against Invincible 
Tom Underwood, 12-0 on the season and 
holder of eight shutouts with an amazing 
strikeout-walk ratio of 225 to 26. Under- 
wood had a 1.21 earned run average 
beading into the game In 101-2/3 Innings. 


Underwood lived up to the billing in 


one respect with 14 strikeouts, but he and 
his teammates were simply outpilched 
and unnerved by Arlington. 


Although Underwood was interviewed 


prior to the game and was called by the 
press here as the best hurler in the field, 
it was Hopkins who had the scout's atten- 
tion and the writer's pencils working. 
Jim struck out 12, five coming in the late 
innings when be was tiring. 


Arlington scored single runs in four of 


the first six innings. Mark Leonhard who 
will pitch against the Michigan champ, 
drove in the first with a line drive single. 
In the third Newman doubled down the 
left field line. Although missing the sign, 
he still scored on a suicide squeeze by 
Leonhard after reaching third on a 
grounder.

Heights Post 2M made it 3-0 In the fifth 


with Newman doing the damage on a 
walk, balk and throwing error. A delayed 
double steal came in the sixth with one 
out. Zare, who reached on an error and 
moved to third on Tony Fricnno's single, 
slid around a tag at home for the fourth 
run. 


Aided by three stolen bases by New- 


man in the seventh and eighth innings, 
and a triple by Bob Harth, Arlington 
blasted Kokomo out of the ball game. 


The only big mistakes Hopkins made 


were pitches to ..380 hitter Joe Whitney. 
Joe tripled in the second and hit another 
shot in the seventh that went for three 
bases and led to their first run. 


The losers' scored three more in the 


bottom of the ninth on an error, two 
walks, and a single. 


Fricano led Arlington at the bat with 


two singles. Defensively, it was shortstop 
Jim Locasclo who drew the plaudits here 
with a couple gems, an over-the shoulder 
catch and a belly-flop dive'on a grounder 
to throw out the batter. Locascio also 
broke an O-for-21 battling slump with an 
RBI single in the seventh.

THE HERALD SPORTS files bulge 


with yellowed clippings of past heroics. 
One such dusty folder contains this lead 
paragraph: 


"Mark Newman of Arlington Heights 


showed an amazing 520 average for 25 
bats In the American Legion State Tour- 
nament in Carmi, III." 


Newman was one of the bigger heroes

Mask Helps Take The Fear Away. . .

Steve Kasper never saw the puck. 


It came hurtling from the side, crash- 


ing into the right side of his face, just 
below the eye. 


Steve crumpled to the ice, his nasal 


bone fractured, his orbital split from ear 
to ear, his nose crushed into the shape of 
a backward C.

After two and half weeks in the hospi- 


tal during which the sight in one eye was 
endangered and split vision was a threat, 
Steve recovered and returned home.jcar- 
rying a fear of the sport be toyed,. 


, A year later he was back on the Ice. 
Then came the scramble for a loose 
puck, and an opponent's sudden turn; 


Steve Kasper never saw the stick. It 


was a blur as it flashed toward his face 
and struck with a chilling crack. 


But this time Steve didn't crumple to 


the ice. He smiled, took his helmet off, 
and glanced at the gouged plastic shield 
that had protected his face. And maybe 
he whispered a special thanks to his 
brother. 


It was Mike who had helped him con- 


quer his fear, it was Mike who knew 
what hockey meant to him, and it was 
Mike who had designed and constructed 
the mask that had enabled him to return 
to the ice. Mike, and his dad, Dale. 


The Kaspers live in Medinah but young 


Steve spent some time earlier this month 
at the Gene Ubriaco Hockey School in 
Rolling Meadows. 


"When he got home from the hospital, 


•he was naturally scared about playing 
hockey again," says Mike.. "We knew 
how much he loved to play, so we 
thought about the idea of a protective 
mask. We tried to buy one and couldn't 
so my father and I developed one on our 
own." 


The first model was finished in about 


three weeks and as imperfections were 
noted and problems arose, changes were 
made until the present design evolved. 


"One of the big problems we had at 


first was a fogging of the shield," says 
Mike, "so we put in air louvers and 
there's never been any trouble since. 
., ''The shield is suspended away from 
the face, so it never makes contact with' 
the skin and doesn't reduce visibility at 
all. The plastic is durable and strong and 
offers protection against sticks, pucks, or 
even skates. In fact, it's capable of stop- 
ping a .22 bullet." 
'' After 'the design had been perfected, 
Mike, a preened student at North Cen- 
tral College in Naperville, gave some 
thought to: marketing the helmet and Is 
currently .in the process of investigating 
trte avenues and procuring a financial ve- 
hicle. 


"My father and I looked at our idea for 


awhile and I went down to a patent law- 
yer to check it out. They did some re- 
search on it and found that there was 
nothing like it on the market. Right now 
we're hoping to find someone interested 
in producing and marketing the helmet. 


"We figure it could retail for about six 


or seven dollars, which is'really reason- 
able for the kind of protection it offers. 
I've talked to some people in the high 
schools and they say they'd be willing to 
make it mandatory if I come out on the 
market with it. 


"Hockey is growing so much and there 


are so many kids being hurt that it 
seems something like this could prevent 
a lot of injuries, a lot of pain, and a lot of 
medical expense." 


Steve Kasper certainly thinks so. With 


the mask, he's an avid hockey player. 
Without it, he refuses to step on the ice. 


But then he knows the awful result of a 


misaimed puck and an unguarded face.

structure u a whole and to the classifi- 
cation and percentage* of market value 
determination In particular were voiced 
by representatives of the Apartment 
Council of Metropolitan Chicago at a 
clarification bearing Aug. 8 of the Cook 
County Assessor's Office. 


Presenting the view of the large apart- 


ment owner, Ned Simon, Apartment 
Council president, stated that the Council 
Is philosophically opposed to real estate 
taxes providing for other than real estate 
services, citing two examples — educa- 
tion and welfare — as areas which have 
"clearly exceeded reasonable bounds." 
"Both are state responsibilities and prop- 
erly ought to be provided for from 
sources other than real estate taxes," he 
said. 


Regarding classification of properties, 


Simon stated that in the Council's opinion 
an residential living units provide the 
same function and therefore should be 
classified in a single category to include 
every form of living unit, be it owned or 
rented. 


Simon, president of I. Simon and Son, 


builders/developers, explained that the 
Council does not seek to change the 
single family residential tax picture, but 
only to bring apartments to the same 
level, with a single percentage assess- 
ment excepting necessary factored allow- 
ances for federally subsidized housing to 
place it on a comparable base. 


Pointing to some significant differ- 


ences between apartments and single 
family dwellings as enumerated in 
charts provided the hearing board, Sim- 
on stated: "It should be noted that roads 
and parking in apartment areas are gen- 
erally owned and maintained by the 
apartment owners, thus not a burden on 
the taxing source. Further the concentra- 
tion of living units in a relatively small 
area by apartments reduces the unit cost 
of roads, police, fire protection, and oth- 
er services which are spread over great 
areas in single family residential areas 
and generate a higher community unit 
cost per living unit than for apartments, 
and yet, apartments are taxed substan- 
tially higher. Road maintenance alone as 
cited in the appendix, can show for the 
same number of uriits a factor over ten 
times as great for single family as for 
multi-family in a given example." 


Simon also pointed to the fact that 


large high rise apartment complexes 
provide a great many amenities, recrea- 
tional facilities, and other services at no 
cost whatever to the taxpayer, and yet, 
the tax per living unit is greater than 
single family unite which typically pro- 
vide none of these amenities, but rely on 
community-provided services from the 
tax base. 


"But," continued Simon, "large oper- 


ations composed of hundrreds of units 
are only part of the problem of excessive 
and confiscatory taxing practices. The 
small apartment owner is in grave diffi- 
culty, occasioned by inability to 'make it' 
simply because the elements of which his 
expense pattern is composed are beyond 
his control." 


Simon then introduced Casimir Do- 


leraba, representing the Small Apart- 
ment Owners Committee of the Apart- 
ment Council, who himself is owner of an 
18-flat building on the Weet Side. In par- 
ticular Dolemba cited the substantially 
smaller burden that apartments place on 
the community in terms of children of 
school age, giving his own building as an 
example — three children and two of 
them below school age. 


"This is not unlike the pattern that ex- 


ists in our own Chicago region as well as 
nationally," he stated, citing another 
chart of statistics provided to the hearing 
board. The tablet showed that anywhere 
up to fourteen times as many children 
generate from single family as from high 
rises, while garden apartments produce 
less than half as many children.Dolumba

stated that,many of the costs including 
taxes are fixed and beyond the control of 
the owner. "The janitorial service Is cer- 
tainly among these and is at a fixed ten 
per cent of revenue," he said. "The own- 
er has no choice." 


Dolemba suggested a lower tax rate as 


incentive in portions of the city which 
are finding large numbers of abandoned 
buildings, due largely to the high tax 
rate which has made survival impos- 
sible. 


"We cnntend," he said, "that no taxes 


at all, which is what is collected from an 
abandoned building, creates a public haz- 
ard, requires far greater police and fire 
protection, and works to help perpetuate 
and accelerate further deterioration and 
destruction of the community." 


He asked that all living units be placed 


in a single classification and taxed at a 
fixed 20 per cent of market value (which 
equates approximately to 16 2/3 per cent 
of gross revenue). These properties are 
currently being taxed at between 1.39 
and 1.67 times the 16 2/3 per cent of 
gross revenue rate. 


In summarizing, Simon stated that ex- 


cessive taxes are forcing foreclosures 
which lead ultimately to abandonment. 
"Savings and loan institutions are report- 
ing the return of buildings, both through 
foreclosures and simply by owners walk- 
ing in the door and turning the deed over 
to the savings and loan and walking 
away from their investment because 
they have been taxed out of any reason- 
able expectation of surviving in a de- 
terioriating market place. 


"For a nation which prides itself on 


support of the small entrepreneur, it 
seems unreal to actually observe the de- 
cline of the small owner as he is frozen 
out and forced to releaoe his property 
because he cannot meet the taxes which 
are collected for purposes unrelated to 
real estate services."

dianapolis, in hearings before the Re- 
publican Platform Committee, urged 
that any party endorsement of pending 
land use policy bills should not approve 
the intervention of the federal govern- 
ment through money and economic sanc- 
tions in these areas.

Ever since they sprang into existence 


through an act of Congress 10 years a«o, 
real estate investment trusts have grown 
steadily as an investment tool and as a 
financial resource for the real estate in- 
dustry 


The idea was to give small investors 


with perhaps only a few hundred dollars 
an opportunity to participate in the dy- 
namic real estate field with guidance 
from professional management firms. 


Real estate investment trusts, or 


RElTs u they are known, have prolife- 
rated and diversified. 


"THIS CAN CAUSE a good deal of con- 


fusion, especially among non-professional 
inverters," noted John W. Baird, presi- 
dent of Baird It Warner Mortgage and 
Realty Investors, a publicly-owned over- 
the-counter trust which is headquartered 
in Chicago.

7-year-old girl, weighing 26 pounds, found 
wandering the streets. Two small chil- 
dren, homeless, their mother hospitalized 
after a beating she received from her 
common law husband. Two little boys, 
their mother dead, deserted by their fa- 
ther. 


In Cook County alone, there are more 


than 5,000 children placed in foster 
homer. And requests to place over 200 
more children each month. Spokesmen 
for the Illinois Department of Children 
and Family Services (CFS) and other 
agencies which find foster homes for 
children talk only of those children they 
can't place. 


"There is a tremendous shortage of 


foster homes. We're desperate for 
homes, and we'd really like homes in the 
northwest suburbs," said Mrs. Susan Szi- 
geti, home recruiter for CFS. The 
northwest suburbs are ideal sources for 
foster homes, Mrs. Szigeti said. To begin 
with, there are very few foster homes in 
the area — only three or four in each 
suburb. Suburban homes tend to have a 
back yard for the child to play in, and 
extra space, unlike city apartments. 


THE FINANCIAL situation of the fam- 


ilies Is such that often the mothers don't 
have to work and can stay home with the 
children. The Illinois Children's Home 
and Aid Society (ICHAS), a private agen- 
cy and the state agency point to the ex- 
cellent schools in the area.

THE FAMILY'S INCOME should be 


sufficient to take care of their own ex- 
penses. The agency pays food and cloth- 
ing allowances for the child, and also 
any extra expenses such as medical bills. 


The youngest natural child should be at 


least two years old. The foster child can 
share a room with a child of the same 
sex. "Every child needs privacy, a room 
be can go to," Mrs. Szigeti said. 


By tew, the parents have to be in rea- 


sonably good health. 


The state agency, which places the lar- 


gest number of children, follows a 
simple application procedure, similar to 
that of the private agencies. After mak- 
ing initial inquiry about foster care, a 
person is invited to a group meeting 
where the various problems and respon- 
sibilities of foster care are discussed. 


All of the agencies then interview the 


prospective parents and find out what 
kind of child they want. The family hears 
about a particular child from a case- 
worker and usually will meet the child 
before the placement occurs. 


FOSTER CHILDREN are rarely eli- 


gible for adoption. Usually there is a nat- 
ural parent or a relative who will not 
release the child for adoption. 


This creates the hardest problem for 


the foster parent. He can cope with his 
child's emotional and behavioral prob- 
lems. But it's very hard to say goodbye. 


Mrs. Szigeti said foster parents have to 


remember that while the pain of separa- 
tion is hard for them to bear, "they are 
adults. Think of the child who has been 
shuttled around from home to home. 
Think of hie pain. Whenever possible, we 
try to reunite children with their natural 
parente." 


Tut child comes first. Mrs. Madden 


said her foiter daughter was being 
teased by some children at school They 
kept calling her "foster child." 


Mrs. Madden explained to her little 


girl: "It's not a bad word. Foster means 
to love and cherish." 


Who Are The Children In Need?

Almost every would-be foster parent 


who calls up Catholic Charities, the Illi- 
nois Children's Home and Aid Society or 
the Illinois Department of Children and 
Family Services and requests a child has 
a certain picture in his mind: 


A nice, young, healthy child, between 


the ages of 2 and 5, beyond the diaper 
stage but young enough to fill up an emp- 
ty house when the older children are 
away at school. 


Unfortunately, there aren't enough of 


these children to go around. The 
agencies desperately need homes for old- 
er, white children, teenagers, white sib- 
ling groups and handicapped children. 


Why white? Mrs. Susan Szigeti of 


Child and Family Services (CFS) said 
she has three to five black families wait- 
ing for each black child, but many white 
children go homeless. 
, 


All of the agencies try to place chil- 


dren in homes where the parents, will be 
the same race as the child. "Kids have a 
right to know their ethnic and cultural 
background," said Mrs. Szigeti. 


MRS. VIRGINIA RUTTAN, minois 


Children's Horn* and Aid Society 
(ICHAS), said, "We don't, for instance, 
place a Spanish-speaking child In an 
English-speaking home. These kids hav* 
enough identity problems as it is." 


The ICHAS is starting * new program 


to place groups of pre-adolescent chil- 


dren, ages 10 through 13, in foster 
homes. "These children aren't neces- 
sarily related. They need a stable peer 
group and we'd like to place them with 
families with the space and energy to 
take in several pre-teens," Mrs. Ruttan 
said. 
' 


There are basically three different 


kinds of foster care and each kind re- 
quires a different sort of home. 


• —Emergency Protection Service 
(EPS). This is foster care for children 
who an found abandoned or abused and 
need immediate homes. Care lasts for 
only several weeks, and families have to 
be willing to accept a child any time, 
day or night 


THERE IS A large shortage of such 


home*, particularly in the northwest sub- 
urbs. The state agency said there are 
presently 101 EPS homes in an of Cook 
County. The state would like ISO more 
homes; hopefully 80 of these would be in 
the northwest suburbs. 


"We like to place a child in the com- 


munity be previously lived in so he'll be 
familiar with the schools and neighbor- 
hood. And economics have nothing to do 
with abused or abandoned children. 
There are fires and other disasters ev- 
erywhere. Sometimes the child has no 
place to go," Mrs. Szigeti said. 


To report a child in need of an EPS 


home because he is abused or aban- 
doned, can 24 hours a day, 341-8482. 


—Pre-adoptive or short-term foster 


care. Small babies waiting for adoption 
need foster homes possibly only for a 
month or two. Single women, as well as 
married ones, who like to care for babies 
are needed. 


—Long-term care. Children ranging 


from 2 through adolescent years who are 
wards of the state and usually not eli- 
gible for adoption need homes. They will 
remain with a family from anywhere 
front two years up until they are 18 and 
no longer wards of the state. 


WHILE NATURAL parents are 


allowed to visit these children on a regu- 
lar (usually monthly) basis, these chil- 
dren remain with the foster family until 
the natural parents are able to properly 
care for them. 


Why is there a shortage of foster 


homes today? 'The agencies cite such 
things as inflation, which makes people 
less eager to take on the expense of an 
extra room. Inflation also means that 
more mothers are working today and 
unable to stay home and care for a foster 
child. 


Families are "also less willing to be 


responsible for bringing up kids these 
days of drugs and dropouts," Alice 
James of ICHAS said.

Deaf Child's Potential 
Rests With His Parents

NEW YORK (UPI) - The infant 


doesn't react when someone claps hands 
sharply nearby. At three months, he 
doesn't turn his bead toward sounds. By 
the time he's a year old, be doesn't turn 
toward a whispered voice, the sound of a 
rattle nearby. 


These are a few of tin signals of bear- 


ing abnormality that parents should 
know of and be ante to act according to 
the best medical advice. For the respon- 
sibility of seeing that the hearing-handi- 
capped child reaches bis full potential 
rests with his parents. 


As one specialist has said, "Behind ev- 


ery deaf child who has learned to speak 
wett stands a persistent adult, usually his 
mother." 


In addition to adjusting to the fact 


their child has a handicap, parenta must 
make plans for his education over a long 
period of time. 


THE EARLIER the diagnosis of hear- 


ing loss, the greater the likelihood that 
with proper training the child can team 
tor apeak..And as one specialist says, a 
child can easily be tested by any special- 
ist any time after birth. 


The prebfems of hearing loss and deal- 


ing with'.it art treated in a new publica- 
tion, "Hegtag the Chfld Who Cannot 
Hear," front the Public Affairs Com- 
mittee, a non-profit educational organiza- 
tion headquartered ia New York. Publi- 
cation author is Samuel Moffat, a writer 
specializing to health and science fields. 


You can get a variety of statistics on 


hearing impairments. In iVJi, the Alex- 
ander Graham Bell Association for the 
Deaf calculated there were 15 million, 


* covering the range of impairment from 
veryalightto profound/Tbe U.S. Public 
Health Service puts the figure at 8.* mil. 


A BIG PERCENTAGE of bearing 


damage used to be caused by childhood 
illness, after speech and language skills 
had been developed. Immunization now 
prevents many of these illnesses; anti- 
biotics can control others. 


Today the majority of children with 


impaired hearing are born that way. 
This make the impairment more of a 
problem, because the child never has 
beard others speak, can't acquire speech 
himself, doesn't develop the patterns of 
thinking associated with language. 


Part of after-birth prevention lies in 


proper medical care for the child-immu- 
nization against common diseases, 
prompt treatment of earache and other 
infections. 


Deciding the best educational program 


for the hearing handicapped is not easy 
for parents. Moffat says that today some 
educators advocate making every effort 
to teach children orally, to enable them 
to speak, hear and speech-read to the 
best of their ability. 
, OTHER EDUCATORS argue that in 
addition to oral, the chfld also should be 
t a u g h t manual communication-finger 
spelling and sign language. These educa- 
tors believe the child is at an advantage 
if he has two methods of expressing,him- 


To decide which approach is best, Mof- 


fat suggests that each family investigate 
every program, oral and toral commu- 
nication, available in the vicinity. Judge 
them as best suited to the child based on 
his hearing as corrected wtth an aid, his 
ability to speech-read, his development 
of speech and language. 


In evaluating a school, Moffat sug- 


gests: Look for small classes, certified 
teachers and an atmosphere where they 
are encouraged to observe and carry on

If you don't under- 
stand it, have a reliable person — your 
attorney, if possible — explain it 


2. The merchandise, service or agree- 


ment is exactly what you want and need. 


3. The contract provides for guaran- 


tees, repair services, etc, in written 
clauses 


4. There are no blank spaces. 
The Federal Trade Commission, which 


offers these tips to consumers, also adds 
that you should never allow merchants to 
add new purchases to a contract on 
which you are already making pay- 
ments, because if you fail to meet the 
additional payments you may lose every- 
thing. 


Never sign a contract without knowing 


the total price, the FTC warns, and nev- 
er sign just lo get rid of a salesman. 
Always be sure you get a copy of any 
contract you sign. 


In short, take your time Once your 


name is signed, you are legally com- 
mitted 
* * *

has reported to us that representatives of 
the Wes-Ware cookware company are 
currently in operation at Woodfield mall. 
The company, which uses a chain refer- 
ral sales approach, has been named in a 
suit by the state attorney general charg- 
ing fraud (see The Herald, Aug. 10). 
However, according to the attorney gen- 
eral's office, Ww-Ware has until Sept. 10 
to reply to the charges, during which 
time they are under no operating con- 
straints The attorney general's office

Deer Dorothy: We've just built on 


some rooms to our home and have been 
invaded by the large black carpenter 
ants We've tried ant sprays and ant 
traps but nothing has helped. Are there 
any potent insecticides still recommend- 
ed for this type of pest? — Mrs. Fred 
Wolfe 


While ants usually have their nests out- 


doors, they could be in the house. Try 
tracing the ants' line of march to see if 
you can locate the nest. If you find it, 
you can use a liquid household in- 
secticide containing chlordane, diazinon, 
kndane or malathion. Then you should 
treat every area they use with the spray. 
In the kitchen it might be better to apply 
the liquid with a small paint brush Al- 
low a few days for the residual effects of 
the insecticide to get the ants. If they 
still appear, you haven't treated every 
surface that they crawl on 


Dear Dorothy We have a good size 


freezer and with company unexpectedly 
dropping in, I'd like to keep frozen ice 
cubes on hand. I'm told you know the 
secret of making commercial ice cubes. 
Would you mind repeating it? — Alice P. 


Sorry. All I can repeat is there is no 


home method to match the clear com- 
mercial ice cubes. Commercially, the 
water is constantly agitated and the 
cubes freeze from the outside in. The 
minerals and deposits go to the center 
and are drained off. 


Dear Dorothy: What can you do with 


leftover steak? — Abby C. 


If there's enough, it makes good 


stroganoff. Lightly saute some chopped 
onion, and add the strips of meat, a little 
water and a little meat concentrate. Sim- 
mer until the flavors are blended and 
add .a dollop of sour cream just before 
serving — either over rice or noodles.

about mushrooms. 


A starch for the forest fungi conjures 


up vivid fantasies of trekking through 
swamp-waked tpaghuin moos with a 
booty owl, a hawk or some other wild- 
eyed creature of the forest witching your 
every move — waiting 


The aura of danger, like poison ivy, 


gives mushrooming a Lucretia Borgia- 
like air about it Mushroom poisoning 
has strange hallucinatory effects. Ai you 
may know, LSD is fungal in origin. 


Many, many mushroomers will flock to 


the woods during the next few weeks 
Many more would like to if they could 
identify the good ones from the bad ones. 


MUSHROOM 
IDENTIFICATION 
is 


just as interesting as "flower name-call- 
ing." But the greater challenge with the 
mushroom is complete accuracy, espe- 
cially if you plan to eat your decisions 
There is an extreme wing between 
pleasure and pain if you "guess" wrong 


Some mushrooms are so easy to identi- 


fy that a mushroom hunter can hardly go 
wrong. Most people stick with these easy 
marks: the boletus family, the wood 
mushrooms, the morels, puffballs are 
among the easiest to Identify. 


The greatest danger in eating the 


white, golf-ball like puffballs is that in- 
stead of a puffbaH you might miscollect 
the button stage of a poisonous Amanita 
(the angel of death mushroom). In that 
case, it will be the last such mistake you 
ever make. The symptoms of amanita 
poisoning are delayed, making the appli- 
cation of first aid useless. (Obviously. 
I'm telling you this NOT from first-hand 
experience) 


THERE ARE A few of the Amanita 


family that are 'not lethal, yet still poi- 
sonous It is believed that the Berserks, 
a group of 12th century Scandivamans, 
ate the Amanita muscana for Its in- 
toxicating properties just before battle 
They would be seized by fury and act 
like animals, often going into battle 
dressed only in a bearskin The onset of 
the poisoning (hallucinatory effect Is 
what it is) was accompanied by fits of 
shivering and chills in which their faces 
would swell and change color. 


At the height of their rage, they 


howled, bit their shields and cut down 
their opponents mercilessly Once the fit 
ended, they were left weak and stupid 
for days on end. One might think the 
Berserks were mad if it wasn't for the 
fact that in 1123 a law was passed that 
forbid people from going berserk and 
having mass fits of madness. The Ber- 
serks slopping eating amanita muscaria 
and no violations of the law were report- 
ed.

due to the fact that the Center for Forest 
Mycology Research, US Forest Products 
Laboratory, moved to Madison, WLs. 
(from Laurel, Md ), last year. 


FUNGI, ACCORDING to mycology sci- 


entist Michael Larsen, are the more neg- 
lected living things in the world Yet 
they are essential as the forest clean-up 
committee, maintaining biological bal- 
ance as they convert dead wood back to 
its soil components plus the carbon diox- 
ide needed for new plant life. Some fungi 
are also indispensible to tree life and 
function. 


If you are interested 
in the wonderful 


world of mushrooms, pick up a good 
book as you head out to the Forest Pre- 
serve, a book like Alexander Smith's 
"Mushroom Hunter's Field Guide", Uni- 
versity of Michigan Press, $8.95) or write 
the Center for suggestions. 


The Center for Forest Mycology Re- 


search is also quite responsive to sam- 
ples of questionable species which are 
seat to them for identification 


As a parting word, remember, never, 


never eat a wild mushroom if you are 
not positive that it is edible and nonpoi- 
sonous. If in doubt, seed it, send another 
sample to the Center and await results.

Take it easy this summer... let -your guests do 


the work! Plan parties featuring help-yourself ap- 
petizers and snacks, and you can enjoy the festi- 
vities with your guests. 


Spicy Shrimp Kabobs, for instance, require no 


last-minute fussing. Early in the day, marinate 
shrimp in a spicy maple-blended syrup-catsup 
sauce. At party time, set out bowls of the shrimp, 
mushrooms, green pepper pieces and pineapple 
chunks. Guests thread skewers and cook their own 
kabobs over hibachis or miniature barbecue grills.

One 9-oz. pkg. frozen waffles

V* cup all-purpose flour 


Prepare waffles in toaster or oven ac- 
cording to package directions. Cool on 
wire rack. Cut each waffle section in 6 
bite-sized pieces. For fondue, rub in- 
side of earthenware fondue pot with 
garlic; discard garlic. Place milk and 
butter in fondue pot.

' Asparagus spears are about 'the only 
vegetable Mrs. Leonard Lawrenz has to 
go any farther than her backyard to get. 
The only reason she doesn't grow aspa- 
ragus is that there simply isn't enough 
room behind her small house In Palatine. 


Tomatoes, two - kinds of red rasp- 


berries, green peppers, beans, inert 
corn, cucumbers, an ever-bearing apple 
tree (five varieties are grafted onto one 
trunk), and a white cherry tree are Just 
a few of the offerings that flourish under 
Frieda Lawrem's green thumb. 


Being railed en a farm increases her 


appreciation of home-grown produce. 
Frieda takes advantage of every square 
inch of soil and baa fresh fruits and vege- 
tables all i 


She feds that the produce i*' only as 


good as the sofl and combines several 
gardening techniques to obtain the best 
yield. "Good soil makes good plants/' 
declared Frieda. 


"I'M A PARTIAL organic gardener," 


she laughed. Mild chemicals are used at 
times, but lime sprinklings contribute to 
her 'bountiful crops and dark green lawn. 
The lime sweetens and breaks up the 
soil, she said. 


Frieda has been a member of the 


Plum Grove Garden Club, "Oh, IS or 16 
years." House plants, flowers and out- 
door plants at almost every variety pos- 
sible can be found in abundance in and 
out of her house. 


Every summer Frieda makes any- 


where from 20 to 25 quarts of tomato 
juice from her tomatoes. She also cans 
whole tomatoes, pickled beets, corn, 
beans and the fruits. In the past Frieda 
usually frott her produce but is moving 
to Florida in the near future so is "can- 
ning almost everything this year." 


AS A VETERAN cook with many years 


of experience behind her, Frieda uses 
recipes basically for ideas. Her recipes 
for Apple Slices and Plum Kuchen do not 
appear in the usual form but have been 
time tested. 


Frieda, use* Italian plums from her 


tree for the Phun Kuchen. The recipe is 
basically an original and a favorite of 
her friends and family. 


TOMATO JUICE 
v 


Wash and quarter enough tomatoes to 


fill at least a gallon kettle. Add approxi- 
mately 1 quart water (to prevent to- 
matoes from burning), S celery ribs, 
chopped, and 2 diced onions. Seasoning 
can be varied to suit taste. Boil until mu- 
shy, stirring occasionally. 


Put hot tomatoes through foly mill to 


remove peelings and seeds. 


Bring juice to a boil in a large kettle.

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School Lunches May Affect Child's Grades 


by PETER M. KELLY 


A growing number of school nutri- 


tionists say the reason Johnny can't read 
i Is because he's hungry. 


The theory is that meals dished out in 


a school cafeteria have a direct bearing 
on the grades on a child's report card. 


Mrs. Patricia Bayer, editor of the 


School Foodservice Journal in Denver, 
Colo., concurs. She said in an Interview 
that past studies have shown well-fed 
children earn better grades than those 
who come hungry to the classroom. 


"Compared with ghetto kids coming 


hungry to school, the well-fed child's at- 
tention span is greater. His learning 
curve Jumps way up," 


Many problems with the present school 


lunch program set-up were outlined in a 
recent Journal article by Dr. Bruno Bet- 
tleheim that appeared originally in Fam- 
ily Health magazine. Bettleheim is a top 
authority in the field of child care. 


Bettleheim's critique boiled down the 


troubles to poorly tasting food, too little 
time in which to eat it and lack of nutri- 
tional balance. 


Mrs. Bayer said response to the article 


from

throughout the country overwhelmingly 
backed Bettleheim. 


"WE HAD ONE director from Loui- 


siana order a thousand reprints of the 
article," said Mrs. Bayer. "We've had 
magazines order. We hope to get the 
message across." 


She added that the message on the 


need for proper nutrition will take a long 
time to filter down to everyone involved 
— including parents and school board 
members. 


She said diet problems often begin with 


parents who send children to school with- 
out a basic breakfast. The problem is 
compounded at lunchtime when pupils 
reject unappetizing foods in favor of bet- 
ter-tasting ones with little nutritional bal- 
ance. 


Mrs. Bayer said the problem also finds 


it way to school boards, which look at 
lunch programs as possible areas of 
economy instead of as an integral part of 
education. 


She expects correction of the problem 


to be a long process. 


"The impetus probably will come from 


the federal level. The President's Council 
on Advisory Nutrition has recommended 
nutrition education in the schools and the 
Department of Agriculture has shown a 
marked interest that these recommenda- 
tions be carried out," she said. 


She said that nutrition is not being 


taught currently to would-be teachers, al- 
though indications are some states win 
include the course In future curricula.

"Changing or making the .school lunch 


program better comes down to the ques- 
tion 'does the child like, the food or 
not,'" Mrs. Bayer concluded. "Many of 
these things come tinder nutrition educa- 
tion. "You have to teach a child that a 
hamburger and a malt is not the way 
he's going to make the football team." , 


Serve. Salads Often 


Many people don't serve salads often

Then quickly prepare, put into Jars and 
process in a steam-pressure canner for 
the right length of time at the right pres- 
sure for your altitude. Then your canned 
vegetables will be as safe as any food 
can be.

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Canning Advice From Home Economists 


by JEANNE LESEM 


Otd-fuhioned home canning is increas- 


ing so fast this summer that retailers 
and manufacturers of pressure cooker- 
canners have a tough time filling back 
orders, says one major company. 


A spokesman for Sears Roebuck and 


Co., the nation's largest combination re- 
tail and catalogue sales organization, 
added that the increases are as great in 
urban areas as in rural and small town 
locales. He estimated that earner salts 
are up about 30-23 per cent Industry- 
wide. 


In Baton Rome, the Louisiana Coener- 


atlve Extension Service says three fac- 
tors are responsible for the boom: the • 
economic squeeze including high food 
costs, renewed interest in home skills, 
and power shortages or the threat of 
them. 


While freezing vegetables and fruit la 


easy and effective, toss from spoilage 
can run high if freezers have to be em- 
ptied during power failures, said Cath- 
erine Arnold, an assistant extension spe- 
cialist with the Louisiana Cooperative. 
Many bomemakers prefer to reserve 
freezer space for sale-priced high ticket 
items, including meat. 


Pickling and preserving, which also 


are increasing, need no special equip- 
ment such as pressure canners. Their 
high acid or sugar content acts as an 
adequate preservative. 


But most vegetables must be canned 


under 10 pounds pressure — to raise tem- 
peratures to 2tt degrees Fahrenheit, 
high enough to destroy the toxins that 
cause botulism. It is the single major 
cause of deaths from food-borne diseases 
in the United States. Botulism also is the 
rarest type of food poisoning.in the 
United States, and J§ more likely to oc- 
cur in home-calmed foods than com- 
mercially-canned ones. 


HOME CANNING Is neither difficult 


nor dangerous. Free training ,1s widely 
available through county home demon- 
stration agents, or extension home econo- 
mists. Regular workshop demonstrations 
and special interest meetings are held 
throughout the United States, Church and 
civic groups, state agencies and depart- 
ments can arrange for such meetings by 
contacting county agents or the extension 
service at state colleges and universities. 
These were an outgrown of Canning 
Clubs, the first of which was organized 


Everyone likes a dish which can be 


prepared easily, cooked with minimal at- 
tention, and served at the table. Just 
such a preparation is this recipe for 
Five-Hour Stew, the favorite of E. N. 
Jacquin, Fairmount, Alton, 111., long-tune 
friend and newspaper editor. 


Ed says "I can vouch for its goodness. 


We use it for sit-down dinners with hard 
rolls, salad and dessert for 6 to I, with 
usually a little left over. Just put H in the 
oven and forget it." 


In a casserole put 214 pounds beef stew 


meat, cut Into serving pieces. Season 
with salt, pepper and garlic salt to your 
taste. Add 6 to 8 potatoes, « to 8 carrots, 
depending on siae, cut into large pieces, 
and 2 onions, quartered. 


Add 1 No. 2 can peas and a little of the 


liquid, 1 can tomato soup and a half can 
of water, 1 bay leaf and a dash of ore- 
gano. Cover and bake five hours in a 325 
degree oven. 


ALMOST IN THE same mail Mrs. 


Emma L. Young, Zanesvllle, Ohio, sent 
her version of the stew. In a little fat, 
brown 2 pounds cubed stew meat. Drain. 
Add 6 diced potatoes, I diced carrots, 6 
onions, quartered, 1 rib celery cut in 


chunks. Sprinkle over 3 tablespoons ta- 
pioca, 1 tablespoon sugar, salt and pep- 
per to taste. 


Add a dash of Worcestershire then 


pour over 1 quart of tomatoes, juice and 
all. Set oven at 290 and bake 5 hours. 


So take your pick for an easy meal. 
FOR A MAIN dish to be served cold, 


here's a real quickie for hot weather 
days. Prepare a package of Kraft maca- 
roni and cheese dinner according to 
package directions. Then allow to cool. 


Meantime in a bowl combine Vt cup 


chopped celery, % cup sweet pickles, 
chopped, % green pepper, diced, 2 
chopped hard-cooked eggs, 1 teaspoon 
parsley flakes (or equivalent in fresh 
parsley) and salt and pepper to taste.

you need to know. Here, from the Loui- 
siana State Extension Service and Na- 
tional Presto Industries, Inc., the na- 
tion's largest pressure cooker manufac- 
turer, are some important tips for home 
canning.

If your canner is not new, have the 


pressure gauge checked with a max- 
imum registering thermometer every 
canning season to make certain it's reg- 
istering correctly. If you don't want to, 
buy a thermometer, look f of a local pub- 
He utility home economics department 
that provides the service. Some county 
extension agents, hardware or depart- 


ment store cooker clinics and manufac- 
turer's authorized service stations also 
offer Oils service. 


—REPLACE WORN-OUT rubber seal- 


ing ring and safety vent, if necessary. 


—Have an materials in one place be- 


fore you begin canning. 


—Use only Mason-type jars. Leftover 


pickle and mayonnaise jars can crack or 
break at the high temperatures used in 
pressure canning. 
' 


, —Use only new.lids: Discard,any witt 
defects such as scratches, cuts and dents 
in metal or sealing compound; 


—Metal rings can be reused safely ff 


they are free from cuts, dents and rusts. 


—Rub a finger around the mouth of 


each jar to locate nicks or cracks and 
discard any damaged jars. 


—Jars and lids for pressure canning 


need not be presterilized, but they should 
be washed in hot soapy water, rinsed and 
kept in hot water until needed. 


—Wash vegetables in clean water and 


lift them from it to drain. This allows 
dirt and sand to settle instead of being 
redeposited on food. 


—FOR EXTRA flavor in canning vege- 


tables, add % teaspoon of packaged dry 
sated dressing mix die kind without 
cheese as well as % teaspoon of salt to 
pint jars, or 1 teaspoon each to quarts. 


—Spaghetti tongs — the type with tines 


at right angles to the handles - makes it 
easy to' remove vegetables such as hot 
beans from pot to jars. 


-Because heat does not penetrate 


some foods easily, pack them loosely. 
This applies to peas, corn, lima beans,' 
greens and meats, among oners. They 
also tend to expand, and need 1-inch 
head spa.ce instead of the % inch re- 
quired for solidly packaged foods such as 
fruits, berries and tomatoes. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


recommends that only eight vegetables 
be packed without precooking. They are 
asparagus, fresh lima beans, snap beans, 
carrots, whole kernel corn, blackeyed 
peas, green peas and summer squash. 


—Prepare only enough jars at one 


time to fill canner. Allow a little space 
between each'jar to prevent possible 
cracking. 


—Lightly brush underside of lugs on lid 


and canner with vegetable oil to make 
lid easy to remove. 


A variation of one or two pounds pres- 


sure won't hurt, but the heat should be 
adjusted to prevent a wider range. In al- 
titudes above 2,000 feet, one pound of 
pressure should be added for each addi- 
tional 2,000 feet. It's easy to increase and 
decrease heat quickly on gas range burn- 
ers. On an electric range, you may need 
to keep a second burner on lower beat so 


the canner can be eased onto it if pres- 
sure begins rising too rapidly. Gently 
slide the canner - dont lift it - so the 
jars inside dont move. 
, 


WHEN TIME is up, remove canner 


from burner and keep it away frm 
drafts. Let pressure drop to zero 
unaided. Do not place canner in water or 
lay wet cloths on it The extension ser- 
vice suggests a three minute wait after 
pressure reaches aero. 


—Wait until automatic air vent also 


drops before removing pressure regu- 
lator or opening petcock to release 
steam. 
-Open cover away from you to pre- 


vent steam burns. 


—Use a jar lifter to remove jars to 


rack or clotiito cool They should stand 
several inches apart and out of drafts to 
prevent risk of cracking. Let cool 24 
hours before checking seal and storing. 
Jar is sealed if dome lid is down or if it 
stays down when pressed. Rings may be 
removed for reuse. Store jars in cool, 
dark, dry place. 


For safety's sake, never taste even a 


tiny amount of home canned vegetables 
or juices from a, freshly opened jar until 
you've brought o> contents rapidly to a 
boil and boiled them hard for 15 minutes. 
This method kills any botulinius bacteria 
that may be present

Strange it is mat so many home pickle 


makers search for new recipes when all 
• one needs is two or three up-to-date ones. 
The secret Is in the seasoning. Mrs. A 
and Mrs. B use the same recipe. Both 
make good pickles, but the flavor Is dif- 
ferent because each seasons to her own 
taste. 
, 


The only cucumber worth pickling is 


grown for that purpose, and it is no good 
unless firm, 'Strictly fresh, and blessed 
with tiny seeds. 
Persons involved in scientific research 


recommend tint jars of pickles and re- 
lishes be processed (cooked) a few min- 
utes in a boiling-water bam canner* Tem- 
peramental may be a strange word to 
apply to pickles, but that is the way un- 
processed ones tend to behave. They 
may keep one year and spoil the next. 


If you haven't been happy with your 


pickles, you might try this recipe. Do1 
change the amount and kind of season- 
ings to please your taste, but please 
don't tinker with the vinegar. ' 


EASY TO MAKE PICKLES 


Leave pickles whole or cut into thick 


slices or "sticks" before canning. If you 
want them sweeter, add more sugar in 
installments. Adding too much at a time 
causes shriveling. If you want 2 or 3 
more cups of sugar, add about half of it, 
and let stand a day or two before adding 
merest.

If using fresh dill, wash it in 
cool salted water, rinse in plain water 
and drain. (Omit this step and you may 
pickle bugs.). 


Put mustard seed and dill in jars; add 


well drained cucumbers to % inch of top 
of jars. Pour boiling hot pickling solution 
over cucumbers. Solution should come to 
about % inch of top of jar. Wipe top and 
threads of jar. Put dome lid on jar; 
screw band tight. Process pints 15 min- 
utes, quarts 20 minutes in boiling-water 
bath., Begin counting the time as soon as 
jars are placed in the boiling water. Be 
sure to keep jars straight as they are 
lowered into the water, so the entire bot- 
tom of each one wilt .touch the water at 
the same instant, otherwise the jars may 
crack from thermal shock.

He likes to concoct something 
really special as the focal point of a din- 
ner party, then lets his wito, Chris, 
handle the accompaniments. 


Chris, a good cook In her own right, 


enjoys Bill's culinary, masterpieces so 
much that she doesnt mind planning a 
meal around his specialties, nor cleaning 
up afterwards. 


Bill seldom prepares a complete meal 


because of a lack of time. He gets so 
involved when creating a MW dish or 
two that he spends hours in the kitchen. 


"It would probably take me two to 


three days to produce an entire meal," 
he chuckled. 


But that's because Bill has a com- 


pulsion for originality. A picture might 
give him an idea, or perhaps • recipe 
that sounds appealing but isn't quite 
what he wants. So he starts out from 
scratch, assembles the necessary in- 
gradients, tests and tastes, ransacks the 
cupboards for seasonings and spices until 
voilaf The dish is just right! 


Bill learned to cook when, as a college 


student, he shared an apartment with 
three other boys. After his marriage to 
Chris, he stayed relatively clear of the 
kitchen until six or seven years ago when 
he and three friends decided to form a 
men's gourmet group. 


The tour men entered into the culinary 


field with enthusiasm and great com- 
petitive spirit. Each is assigned • certain 
portion of a meal, and each tries to outdo 
the others. 


"It's a case of friendly one-up- 


manship," Bill good naturedly explained. 
"As a result, the meals art fantastic." 


The wives are the guests at these gour- 


met dinners, and after their husbands 
have spent all day In the kitchen pre- 
paring such elegant fare, they are quite 
amenable to clean-up chores. Calorie 
counters would be casualties at these fes- 
tive affairs. 


"AFTER ONE MEAL, we figured out 


that between the four of us we had used 
9 pounds of butter!" Bin exclaimed. 
"Surely no one person preparing a din- 
ner by himself would be guilty of such 
extravagance, but it was a dinner we are 
unlikely to forget." 


For one such gourmet dinner, Bill was 


called upon to prepare the salad. 


"I'm a pressure cook," Bill said, "and 


work best when I'm challenged to create 
something original." 


A picture of radish roses in a magazine 


set him to thinking. Not being particular- 
ly food of radishes but being partial to 
roses, BID decided to fashion a rose from 
more palatable ingredients. His choice 
was tomatoes encompassed with pink- 
tinged cream cheese petals to resemble a 
partially-closed rose, with a sprinkling <rf 
sieved yolk for the pollen on top. Placed 
on lettuce leaves and garnished with wa- 
tercress, the tomato roses are a true sen- 
sation. 


"However, the salad had more esthetic 


appeal than palate appeal," Bill said. To 
compensate for the blandness of the to- 
matoes, and creamcheese, he devised a 
lemon French dressing zipped up with 
grated onion. This is served in a silver 
gravy boat or saucedish and guests.pour 
it over the salad just before eating. 


"It adds just the right touch and gives 


the roses a flavor booet," BUI said. . 


While the Tomato Rose Salad is best 


for a formal dinner, Bill's fresh spinach 
salad is ideal for casual entertaining and 
barbecued meats. 


THE CRISP GREENS are combined 


with bacon bits and grated eggs and 
tossed with a tangy dressing. Along with 
the basic vinegar and oil, he uses white 
wine and a variety of seasonings such as 
soy sauce, mustard, curry powder and 
garlic salt in his dressing. 


The fresh spinach salad has tots of zest 


and is a great accompaniment for steak. 
It also is appetizing to serve with anoth- 
er of Bill's specialties, Sweet Sourt Pork. 


The high price of beef motivated Bin to 


utilize more economical cute of meat in 
his culinary endeavors. He devised this 
recipe from shoulder pork which Is cubed 
and cooked In water seasoned with soy 
sauce. The broth is used in preparing the 
sweet sour sauce which is then combined 
with the pork and crushed pineapple and 
served over cooked rice. 


"ft la relatively simple to make yet 


has an interesting flavor," BUI remark- 
ed. Along with the spinach salad, he sug- 
gest* peas with, pearl onions as an ac- 
companiment. 


Bill's Ingenuity isn't limited to cook- 


ing; a man of many talents, he has com- 
pletely remodeled the kitchen and utility 
room of the family's new home and is 
redecorating the whole house. 


A year ago Bill went into business for 


himself and Is a producer's representa- 
tive involved in motion picture produc- 
tion for industrial application. This new 
venture leaves him little time for his 
hobbles other than an occasional stint in 
the kitchen and gardening — an interest 
which he also shares with his wife. The 


Wilsons have two children: Cari, 11, and 
Janice, 6 years old. 


TOMATO ROSE SALAD 


8 firm medium-size tomatoes 
2 Bounce packages cream cheese 
Milk 
Red food coloring 


2 hard-cooked egg yolks, 


sieved 
1 head lettuce 


Watercress 
Peel tomatoes and chfll. Soften cheese 


with milk to a workable consistency. Tint 
to a pale pink with food coloring.

Form petals on the tomato by using

exemplifies pollen. Placed on lettuce 
leaves and garnished with water- 
cress, the tomato roses make an ele- 
gant salad for a formal dinner. 


Jams That Save Time And Pennies 


If you have a pressure canner and a 


bountiful crop of tomatoes, you have the 
first two requirements of a good vege- 
table canner. 


The most practical way to pack to- 


matoes for processing (means cooking 
after putting tote jars) is to press each 
layer of whole tomatoes with a wooden 
spoon until the juice runs out and fills 
the spaces, additional liquid is not 
needed. One teaspoon salt is usually 
added to each quirt jar, but tomatoes 
keep just aa well without it. 


Use only fresh, firm, sound, fully-ripe 


tomatoes of • variety known to be satis- 
factory for canning. Do not can tomatoes 
from which decayed spots have been cut 
and be sure to cut out all of the core. 


The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


and other nationally accepted authorities 
on canning recommend that jars of to- 
matoes, even those advertised as sub- 
acid, be processed in boiling water. The 
utensil used for a canner should have 
a cover and be deep enough for water to- 
cover tops of jars without boiling over. 


A rack is needed to keep the bottoms 


of jars from touching the bottom of can- 
ner. Something which will do can usually 
be found in the kitchen wares section of 
a variety or hardware store. 'However, if 
you need to buy the whole works, it's 
better to snap for a regular wator-teth 
container. 


Some persons prefer to procec. .»• 


matoes In a steam-pressure cooker or 
canner for 10 minutes at t pounds pres- 
sure, but the short time required for pro- 
cessing may not expel enough air from 
the jars to permit a vacuum seal 


The tomatoes" should bo pocked in 


regular borne canning jars. Examine 
them for nicks, chips and sharp edges for 
ouch flaws prevent sealing. Jars must be 
clean but do not need to bo sterilized. 
The Hds should bo dropped mto hot water 
and set aside until nisdsd. It is beet to 
follow the manufacturer's instructions on 
this procedure. 


WHEN READY to can tomatoes, wash 


and drain them, then scald a few at a 
time n Doffing water to loosen stint — 
this takes about H n*Mte. If you have 
•o blanching basket, put tomatoes in cen- 


ter of a square of a cheesecloth, gather 
up the four corners if make a "bag" and 
hold it in the boiling water. Dip tomatoes 
into cold water, cut out all the core, slip 
off the skin and drop tomato into jar. If 
too large to go through mouth of Jar, cut 
tomato into halves or quarterr — shake 
jar to settle pieces close together. Fill 
jar to % Inch of top and carefully run a 
knife down between tomatoes and jar to 
bring up air bubbles. 


Wipe off anything spilled on top or 


threads of jar. Put dome lid on jar; 
screw band as tight as it will go without 
undue force. Process jars promptly by 
slowly lowering them into steaming — 
not boiling - water. Keep jars straight 
so entire bottom of each one will touch 
the water at the same instant Put cover 
on canner, quickly bring water to boiling, 
and start to count processing time. Pro- 
cess pints 35 minutes, quarts 45 minutes. 
Remove jars from canner and stand 
them out of a draft and several inches 
apart to cool. Don't worry if tomatoes 
rise from the bottom of jar as they cool. 
Store the jars in a dark, dry place, and 
away from steam pipes or furnace. Nev- 
er put a jar of canned food away until 
you know that it is sealed.

Unsweetened frozen blackberries, blue- 


berries, raspberries and strawberries are 
fine for jams. Your favorite supermarket 
probably has them to 20 ounce plastic 
bags. They come ready to use so you 
don't even need to defrost them. These 
berries require a little less sugar than 
fresh ones usually do. Jams made .by the 
following recipe are soft but not runny 
and are ready to be sealed in jetty jars 
when only a small rim of syrup forms 
after a spoonful of hot jam is dropped 


onto a chilled saucer. 


To make 1 to 1% pints of blackberry, 


blueberry, raspberry or strawberry jam 
use: 
1 20-ounce bag of unsweetened 


frozen berries 


2% cups sugar 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 


Put berries, sugar and lemon juice in 


preserving kettle. Stir over low heat until 
sugar dissolves. Increase heat and boil 
mixture rapidly, stirring often, until jam 


thickens. Quickly, skim off foam and 
pour hot jam to 1/8 inch of top of half- 
pint, pint, or 12-ounce home canning jar. 
Put dome lid on jar; screw band tight If 
it is to be stored for several weeks, pro- 
cess 5 minutes in boiling-water bath.

There are a number of reasons for tak- 


ing a young child to the doctor regularly 
during his first six years of life. Aside 
from inoculations to prevent childhood 
disease and visits to cure childhood dis- 


t it's very important the physician be 


given the chance to check a child's emo- 
tional as well as physical development. 


Frank Rafferty, M.D., professor of 


child psychiatry at the University of Illi- 
nois Medical School thinks that many 
parents neglect visiting the pediatrician 
regularly after the first six months of 
their child's life. 


"Children can show signs of emotional 


^difficulty in the first few months of life," 
explained Dr. Rafferty, "but a parent 
doesn't always recognize the difficulty. If 
something unusual occurs — usually it 
would be a disturbance in eating, sleep-

Q — I WAS separated from service two 


years ago and wonder If I am eligible for 
a business loan? 


A — No, unless your tour of duty in- 


cluded service during World War II or 
the Korean Conflict, and you did not use 
your business loan entitlement. While 
Congress provided this benefit for World 
War n and Korean Conflict veterans, it 
la not available to post Korean Conflict 
veterans and servicemen still on active 
duty. 


Q - WHAT SHOULD I do if my VA 


benefit check does not arrive on time? 


A — Two things, a) Wait long enough 


to be sure the mails have cleared, b) 
Write to the VA regional office which has 
your claim file, including your name If 
you're a veteran, or the deceased veter- 
an's name if it is a death claim, and 
your claim number. Never write the 
Treasury Department, as this will only 
prolong the delay in receiving your 
check. 


Q - AS PRESIDENT of my local 


church group, people ask me. questions 
on many subjects including social secur- 
ity. Because so many of the members 
are Interested in social security, would it 
be possible to have someone speak to 
our group? 


A — Yes, contact your local social se- 


curity office. They win be happy to pro- 
vide a speaker for your organization. If 
the group is in Arlington Heights, Buffalo 
Grove, Inverness, Palatine, Prospect 
Heights, Rolling Meadows or Wheeling 
you can write to the Social Security Ad- 
ministration, 120 W. Eastman, Arlington 
Heights, HI.

Q — I HAVE recently moved and am 


23 years old. Do I have to report my 
change of address to Social Security? 


A — Your change of adress does not 


have to be reported unless you are re- 
ceiving monthly social security checks.

Q — I'M M and getting monthly social 


security retirement checks. I'm- also 
working part time for a church nursery. 
Since the church has not decided to cov- 
er my part-time work by social security, 
can these earnings affect my monthly 
checks? 


A — Yes, if your total earnings for the 


year go over fl,MO. Earnings from any 
work, whether or not covered by social 
security, have to be included in figuring 
the amount of your earnings that may 
affect benefits due your for a year. 
However, income from savings, in- 
vestments, pensions and insurance does 
not count.

Q — I'LL BE « near the end of this 


year and I'm planning to retire then. 
Since my earnings up to the time I retire 
will be well over $1,680, should I delay 
applying for retirement payments until 
early next year? 


A - Definitely not You should apply 


for payments about 3 months before 
your 68th birthday. Regardless of your 
earnings for the year, you can still get a 
social security payment for any month in 
which you neither earn $140 in wages nor 
perform substantial services in self-em- 
ployment. You should also apply for 
Medicare protection before you are H» 
whether or not you plan to retire. 


ing or motillty patterns — the parent 
may consult the pediatrician who in turn 
suggests they wait and see what bap- 
pens.

ACCORDING TO Dr. Rafferty some- 


thing that expresses itself in one way at 
one age expresses itself differently at an- 
other age. "A lot of things develop in 
children for future use. Verbal skills de-, 
velop rapidly in the 16 to 18 month old 
child and yet In some ways these verbal 


skills will not be tested to a considerable 
degree until he's 6 years old and starting 
school. 


"His playing with other children may, 


in the meantime, be disturbed but no one 
is asking him to meet a minimum stan- 
dard and some rather fantastic things 


"An example: I just saw a child whose 


parents noticed she was afraid of things 
as a 3-year-old. She was afraid of other 
children as a 4-year-old and fearful of 
school as a 6-year-oW. She was afraid of 
aggressive behavior as a 7 and 8-year-old 
but all the way her parents just kept say- 


ing she's just a scaredy cat and they let 
it go until at age 13 she had a full-blown 
schizophrenic episode. No one thought of 
seeing a professional." 


DR. RAFFERTY thinks it's very im- 


portant for a physician to see a child 
when he reaches the age of 1 "Mentally 
retarded children need preschool educa- 
tion and if tin retardation can be de- 
tected at 3, the child has a distinct ad- 
vantage. 


"Once a child gets into school," Dr. 


Rafferty continued, "he may have emo- 
tional problems which are rotated to his 
neighborhood or school district We 


know, for instance, that a certain propor- 
tion of children will not be able to deal 
with the standard curriculum of the first 
grade. This doesn't mean that they're re- 
tarded or ill or slow but in terms of the 
complexity of development there are 
some children who won't be able to de- 
velop tasks presented to him in the first 
grade." 


Dr. Rafferty believes that it is impor- 


tant for the psychiatrist to be involved in 
the school system so he can help the sys- 
tem find the crucial places for change 
intervention that would benefit the indi- 
vidual child.

It is also very good in a 
mixed green salad since its taste and 
texture are different from crlsphead let- 
tuce, the most popular salad green. Es- 
carole is actually a straight-leaved end- 
ive.

It looks like a 
handsome, curly fern and tastes very 
crisp and green. These crunchyfresh 
greens are high in vitamin "A" and low 
in calories. A whole pound of endive, for 
instance, has only M calorias, so you can 
imagine that a single salad won't set you 
back much as far as your diet is con- 
cerned. 


Cooking Bag Safety 


The secret to successful, accident-free 


cooking in the new oven-cooking bags Is: 
Follow the manufacturer's instructions. 


Irene Downey, University of Illinois as- 


sistant professor of foods, pointed out 
that cooking meat In the new bags and 
wraps helps eliminate the mess that gen- 
e r a l l y accompanies oven-roast- 
ing. However, the new bags have ben 
known to burst In use. But that need not 
happen. Where problems have occurred, 
the user ignored the Instructions, accord- 
ing to Food and Drug Admlnis- 
tration(FDA) investigations. 


For safe and proper use of oven bags 


and wraps, the FDA and the manufac- 
turers offer these suggestions: 


—To help protect against bag bursting 


and release of hot fats and Juices, coat 
the Inside of the bag or wrap with one 
tablespoon of flour. This is not necessary 
If a seasoning or sauce mix accompanies 
the bag. 


Use the bag in a pan that Is large 


enough to contain the entire bag and is 
at least two inches deep. It's Important 
that the pan be deep enough to hold aH 
liquids that may be released during cook- 
ing- 


Follow Instructions on the package. 


For instance, manufacturers advise that 
you "vent" the bag by poking a few 
small holes In the top of tt. This practice 
allows excess steam to escape. 


Although remote, oven mishaps can oc- 


cur with any type of oven cooking. In the 
heat and leave the oven door closed.

High School 
Teachers Stop 
Short Of Strike

The teachers of High School Dist. 211 


reaffirmed support of their bargaining 
association in its dispute over the 1972-73 
teachers contract with the board of edu- 
cation. 


However, the 235 teachers meeting 


Tuesday in the Palatine Village Fire 
Hall, backed away from agreeing to go 
on strike Friday, the first official day of 
school. 


The teachers .present unanimously 


passed a motion supporting their nego- 
tiating team's demand that guarantees 
on clan size, teacher evaluation, teacher 
assignment* and other "working condi- 
tions" be included in the new contract. 


Prior to the vote, members of the 


negotiating team and representatives of 
the Illinois 'Education Association ex- 
plained that in five months of bargain- 
ing, the board and negotiating team have 
been unable to reach any agreements on 
working conditions. 


CHIEF NEGOTIATOR Ron Avery ex- 


plained that the negotiations team had 
drawn up the list of working conditions 
after polling its members last fall. How- 
ever, be said, the board of education has 
refused to place any working conditions 
in the contract and has said instead that 
it will form joint committees with the 
teachers association to study any prob- 
lems in those areas. 


IEA representative David Tomchek 


then told the teachers that they should 
hold out for guarantees on working con- 
ditions In the contract rather than re- 
lying onboard policy for forming com- 
mittees because "you can put Just about 
anything you want into policy and it may 
not be worth the paper it's on. There is 
no precedent in Illinois law to legally en- 
force board policy." 


FOLLOWING THE explanation from 


the negotiating team, teachers asked 
questions about the contract proposals. 
The first question, from a teacher at 
Schaumburg High School was, "Are the 
people In the association, if it comes 
down to it, willing to strike for working 
conditions?" 


However, when a teacher from Fremd 


High School made a motion to have the 
teachers go on strike Friday, the first 
day they are expected to be in school, 
the motion was quickly tabled. 


The Census Bureau has estimated the 


cost of the project at $8,010. Of this 
amount, $3,590 would be paid directly to 
the bureau and the rest would go to local 
persons working on the census. 


Last month the village was informed 


that the original population total for 
April, 1970, had been amended from 
24,516 to the new figure. No reason was 
given for the change.

which under the Illinois Constitution al- 
lows local government more latitude in 
areas such as taxation. 


At the meeting the village board also, 


agreed to assume 40 per cent of the cost 
of the high school police counselor pro- 
gram at Elk Grove High School with 
High School Dist. 214 paying the remain- 
ing 60 per cent. 


The cost of one full-time policeman at 


the school during the school year would 
be $5,039 for the village and $7,558 for the 
school. Last year the school and village 
assumed the funding for the program on 
a air/80 per cent Basis with the village 
paying $2,261 and the school supplying 
$9,045. 


The board passed a resolution support-' 


ing the position of the Illinois Municipal 
League board of directors on the state 
Environmental Protection Act of 1970. 
Trustee Edward Kenna said that the 
board, like the IML, felt some of the 
smaller municipalities should be given 
help in meeting the standards of the act.

Schools Could Lose By Aid Revision 


Cook-County's proposed revision of the 


state "aid formula will mean a $450,000 
loss to Schaumburg Township School 
Dist. 54, said Marvin Lapicola, business

"If the suit filed by Cook County Asses- 


sor P. J. Cullerton against Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie for intentional fraudulent and il- 
legal computation of the state multiplier 
used in Cook County assessments is won, 
we lose," Lapicola said. 


He explained Cook County's equal- 


ization factor of 1.59 is higher than the 
1.43 downstate equalization factor. "If 
the courts rule that the factor should be 
1.43 throughout the state Dist. 54 would 
probably lose $29 million in equalized as- 
sessed valuation," be said. 


"THIS LOSS OF equalized valuation 


means we will get about $250,000 more in 
state aid." 


"However the loss of equalized as- 


sessed valuation also means this district 
would definitely lose about $700,000 of in- 
come through, taxes," Lapicola said. 
"What happens is we get $250,000 more, 
they take away $700,000 and we end up 
with a $450,000 loss," he said. 


State aid distribution is set by a for- 


mula based in part on a school district's 
wealth or assessed valuation of property. 
In order to compensate for discrepancies 
in county assessment practices, the for- 
mula includes an equalizer. The equal- 
izer multiplied by the assessments sets 
an equalized assessed valuation used in 
state aid computation. 


Lapicola added equalized assessment 


figures are used not only to compute 
state aid but also a district's tax collec- 
tion and bonding power. If the equalizer 
were dropped the district's power to sell 


bonds or borrow money decreases. 


"We agree that a better method of as- 


sessment and taxation must be found but 
it's got to be through legislation not. 
backtracking' through law suits," said 
Lapicola.

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MSB Sues To Halt Lake Water Use 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the efforts of the local communities 
— DCS Piaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — to develop a 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the 
water commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatrvely have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
U S Supreme Court order of 1967. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (cfps) from the lake. The 
court designated the ittte Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously in making the al- 
location." 


The state has allocated 34.8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42 5 
by 1980. Tree town* was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1980. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert. 


Egan criticized the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 


ment program, which is second to none." 


Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Onr allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time." 


However, according to an allocation 


schedule released in July by the state, 
the MSD's allocation will remain at 1,100 
cfps until 1980, when it will be allowed 
1,000 cfps. 


John Guillou, chief engineer for the di- 


vision of waterways, has stated pre- 
viously that the MSD should seek other 
methods of satisfying the oxygen needs 
to prevent water pollution from sewage. 
He has maintained that by 1980 the MSD 
should not need as much water. 


Teepe said the legal action could hold

Convention With Conservative Flavor

MIAMI BEACH - If there is a typical 


delegate at this gathering of the Republi- 
can Party, it might well be Bernard Pe- 
dersen. GOP committceman of Palatine 
Township 


Pedersen describes himself without 


apology as a conservative — a label that 
for some years during the days of civil 
rights demonstrations and Kennedy Cam- 
clot took on a somewhat derogatory con- 
notation — and he appears very much in 
tune with the majority sentiment of his 
party's 1972 convention. 


The conservative flavor of this con- 


vention, and of the Illinois delegation, 
was clearly in evidence Tuesday when a 
liberally oriented plan for future selec- 
tion of delegates to the convention was 
soundly defeated. 


Pedersen. was, among the 50 Illinois 


delegates who voted against a plan that 
many observers viewed as a vehicle that 
would aid Sen. Charles H. Percy in a 
1976 bid for the presidential nomination. 


Percy was able to attract only eight 


Votes from the Illinois delegation for a 
plan that would have favored his state 
and other large industrial states at the 
expense of the smaller, rural states of 
the Southern and Western areas of the 
nation. 


PEDERSEN EXPLAINED the senti- 


ment behind the vote that defeated the 
Percy plan: 


"The Eastern states of the country 


controlled the selection of presidential 
candidates until 1960, and there is consid- 
erable feeling among the delegates that 
the Eastern states are trying to get their 
control back." 


Pedersen recalled the 1952 convention 


in which the Midwestern and Western 
states were strongly in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Ohio Sen, Robert A. Taft, but 
were unable to overcome sentiment of 
the so-called Eastern Establishment for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


There is considerable sentiment here, 


as expressed from the convention po- 


dium by Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia, that the smaller states be granted a 
certain minimum representation and that 
the population base embodied in the Per- 
cy plan not be made absolute. 
1 As Pedersen explained it, "I don't be- 
lieve that the Constitution originally was 
emphatically designed to adhere to the 
one-man, one-vote philosophy."

Draft Of Law Creating An 
Environment Unit To State 


Wheeling village trustees decided Mon- 


day night to send the rough draft of an 
ordinance creating an environmental ad- 
visory commission to the state Environ- 
mental Protection Agency for approval 
before enacting the ordinance. 


Prior approval by the state agency 


would ensure that the ordinance will 
comply with the numerous state environ- 
mental guidelines. 


"We'd hate to create it and nave the 


state say, 'Sorry fellows, it's all 
wrong,"' Trustee John Koeppen said 
during a review of the ordinance at a 
board committee meeting. 


The ordinance would create a three- 


man environmental advisory commission 
that would study local pollution problems 
and advise corporate authorities of ways 
to combat conditions contributing to pol- 
lution. 


THE VILLAGE has been working on 


an environmental control ordinance since 
it was proposed during local elections in 
the spring of 1971. Several rough drafts 
of the ordinance have been sent back to 
committee for further study on the 
makeup and function of the commission. 


The ordinance currently under consid- 


eration provides only a general outline of 
the duties of the commission. Trustee 
Ron Bruhn said he hoped the commission 
would develop its own guidelines when it 
gains a firm grasp of local pollution 
problems. 


Because of recent problems with the 


operation of village commissions, Bruhn 
had earlier proposed that the environ- 
mental "commission" be only one per- 
son. 


"I brought this other point out because 


we were having so much trouble with the 
commissions," Bruhn said. "I don't want 
to see this one get into trouble." 


The trustees, however, decided that the 


commission should have three members 
to prevent one-man rule. "He should 
have two other members to report back 
to," Trustee Edward Berger said. 


TO ELIMINATE possible problems 


with the commission, the trustees .de- 
cided to be selective about appointing 
commissioners. "You're either for the 
village or you're not going to get on," 
Berger said. 


The chairman of the environmental 


commission will be paid not less than 
$2,500 each year for his services. Other 
members of the commission will serve as 
advisers to the chairman and will not be 
paid for their time. All of the-commis- 
sioners, however, will be reimbursed for 
their expenses. 


"The chairman is going to do all the 


work, there is no doubt about that," 
Berger said.

The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the efforts of the local communities 
- Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine - to develop a 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the water commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
U.S. Supreme Court order of 1967. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (cfps) from the lake. The 
court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously in making the al- 
location." 


The state has allocated 34,8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42.5 
by I960. Tree towns was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for I960. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "Hush" sewage 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert. 


Egan criticized the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 
ment program, which is second to none." 


Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time."

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Communication In Depth Is Featured 


In-depth communication Is becoming a 


w«y of life at St. Viator High School. 


Guided by psychologists and group 


communication experts, teachers and 
students worked last week to improve in- 
terfaculty and faculty-student relation- 
•hips for the coming school year. Con- 
vinced that continued improvements in 
communications will result in more ef- 
fective teaching and better educated stu- 
dents, school officials incorporated sev- 
eral lectures and discussions on inter- 
relationships during a month-long work- 
shop held at St. Viator this summer. 


Thomas Jauch, director of the North- 


west Human Resources Development 
Center in Rolling Meadows, told faculty 
members Friday that students who are 
not working in school are not helped by a 
stricter or more lenient approach. He 
said that teachers must learn to under- 
stand students' individual problems and 
in turn, help students to recognize and 
cope with the real reasons behind their 
lack of achievement. 


"You are taking the responsibility for 


students' lives," he told the staff. "This 
is much more than teaching a course. 
You will affect them SO per cent with 
your knowledge of subject matter and 50 
per cent with 'who you are.' " 


JAUCH ALSO urged teachers to share 


their ideas with faculty members and to 
call upon other educators for help in 
dealing with pupil problems. Calling on 
the SO teachers present to "build up 
more internal control in the classroom," 
Jauch said that they should make class- 
room rules clear to the student. 


"Kids don't usually fight unfairly. If 


you tell them exactly what is going on, 
they will cooperate." He also cautioned 
the staff about intercepting notes — "un- 
less you are certain you can handle it." 
Explaining that a teacher can sometimes 
learn something unfavorable about an A 
student, he said this could result in a 
future unfair assessment of grades.

velopment Center staff worked with 


Mini-Workshops To 
Better Teachers 


The administration of Elk Grove Town- 


ship School Dist. 59 will establish a 
series of "mini-workshops" to improve 
teachers' skills. 


Erwin Stevenson, assistant superin- 


tendent of instruction, said workshops 
will assist a teacher in developing a cer- 
tain specific skill. 


Stevenson said teachers receive enough 


theory and rhetoric during their college 
education, but they do not get an oppor- 
tunity to prove they have acquired basic 
teaching skills. 


Stevenson said it was not the fault of 


the individual teachers that they have 
not acquired practical experience in 
some of the basic skills. He blamed the 
teacher education process in the colleges 
and universities, saying teacher educa- 
tion courses were oriented too much to- 
ward lectures and not enough toward 


practical training. 


THE WORKSHOPS will give the teach- 


ers the opportunity to add to their skills. 
Before completing the workshop, teach- 
ers will be required to demonstrate they 
have actually acquired the abilities 
taught during the workshop, through ei- 
ther actual classroom work of simulated 
problems. 


Stevenson called the "mini-workshop" 


program, "relatively unique" in the 
country. 


Workshops will be conducted for math, 


reading and art. A special consultant will 
lead the workshops. 


Flans call for the workshops to run in 


sessions from two to a possible max- 
imum of 15 hours. Each workshop will be 
limited to a small number of teachers. 
Popular workshops will be repeated dur- 
ing the year. 
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teachers in small groups during the day 
helping them to recognize signs of stu- 
dent problems and giving suggestions on 
how to deal with them. 


In another effort to increase commu- 


nications at St. Viator, school officials 
have initiated a "student facilitator" pro- 
gram. The students who serve in this ca- 
pacity will sometimes be .auxiliary in- 
structors and also will help faculty mem- 
bers lead discussions with other pupils. 
Current plans call for each teacher to 
serve as an advisor for 30 students. Advi- 
sors will meet with pupils often in groups 
of 10, sharing ideas, comments and sug- 
gestions on any subject. 


MARK ANDERSON, a faculty member 


in St. Viator's humanities program, ex- 
plained that "too often we pay little at- 
tention to the physical, sexual and emo- 
tional development of the student. We 
need to be made more aware.of the in- 
terrelatedness of all aspects in the devel- 
opment of the student." The student fa- 
cilitators joined teachers last week in 
discussions about the new program and 
in practice in-depth communication ses- 
sions. 


St. Viator will offer four student pro- 


grams this fall. Pupils may enroll in so- 
cial studies, science, humanities or a 
traditional program.

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Stevenson High 
School Budgets 
Gain Approval 


The Adlai Stevenson High School 


Board of Education approved major 
budgets'totaling $1.6 million at its annual 
budget meeting this week. 


A year ago the board budgeted $1.4 


million for the education, building oper- 
ations, transportation and municipal re- 
tirement funds. 


In the education fund the board antici- 


pates revenues of $1,291,365 and ex- 
penditures of $1,269,000. Last year the 
b o a r d budgeted expenditures of 
$1,107,292. 


The increase is due largely to a 5.5 per 


cent teacher salary increase and the hir- 
ing of additional teachers and para- 
professionals. A 13 per cent increase in 
enrollment Is expected this fall. 


The $21,000 balance will virtually elimi- 


nate the deficit in the education fund, 
which amounted to a little more than 
$25,000 at the end of the 1971-72 school 
year, Supt. Harold Banser told the board 
Stevenson inherited a deficit in the fund 
when the district was split in 1965, he 
said, and at one time it amounted to 
more than $203,000. 


"Careful budgeting by the board and 


strict administration of the budget has 
finally reduced the deficit to less than 
$4,200," ne said. 


THE BOARD SET maximum ex- 


penditures of $247,000 in the building op- 
eration and maintenance fund for the 
coming year. A favorable balance from 
last year of more than $28,000 and reve- 
nues of more than $220,000 will leave a 
small balance, Banser said in his budget 
message. 


A yew ago the board appropriated ex- 


penditures of $213,000 against total dol- 
lars available of $214,000. A larger build- 
ing and custodial salary increases are re- 
sponsible for the increase, according to 
the business office. 


The board approved expenditures of 


$91,350 in the transportation fund and ex- 
pects revenues totaling $86,110 for the 
1972-73 school year. A favorable balance 
of more than $18,000 from the previous 
year will keep the fund in the black. A 
year ago the board appropriated ex- 
penditures of $86,500. More students and 
additional bus routes account for the in- 
crease, according to the business office. 


In other funds, the board budgeted 


$19,100 for Illinois Municipal Retirement, 
$17,540 for the special education district 
building fund and $55,000 for the junior 
college fund. 


Stevenson is not in a junior college dis-

He outlined 
completed study units in commu- 
nications, problem solving, cities and the 
family, which will carry freshmen 
through February. Other units in social 
law and order and natural environment 
will follow, he said.

Nearly all parents of freshmen have

ACCORDING TO Gill it is not known

He said it will receive 
legal advice from the district's attorney. 


The attorney sent every member of the

Association (IEA) representative 
and spokesman for the WFC, said his 
team may have to strike to get what it 
wants from these talks.

He's Typical Of GOP Convention Conservatives

MIAMI BEACH - If there is a typical 


delegate at this gathering of the Republi- 
can Party, it might well be Bernard Pe- 
dersen, GOP committeeman of Palatine 
Township. 


Pedersen describes himself without 


apology as a conservative — a label that 
for some years during the days of civil 
right* demonstrations and Kennedy Cam- 
elot took on a somewhat derogatory con- 
notation — and he appears very much in 
tune with the majority sentiment of his 
party's 1972 convention. 


The conservative flavor of this con- 


vention, and of the Illinois delegation, 
was clearly in evidence Tuesday when a 


liberally oriented plan for future selec- 
tion of'delegates to the convention was 
soundly defeated. 


Pedersen was among the 50 Illinois 


delegates who voted against a plan that 
many observers viewed as a vehicle that 
would aid Sen.

and other large industrial states at the 
expense of the smaller, rural states of 
the Southern and Western areas of the 
nation. 


PEDERSEN EXPLAINED the senti- 


ment behind the vote that defeated the 


Percy plan: 


"The Eastern states of the country 


controlled the selection of presidential 
candidates until I960, and there is consid- 
erable feeling among the delegates that 
the Eastern states are trying to get their 
control back." 


Pedersen recalled the 1952 convention 


in which the Midwestern and Western 
states were strongly in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Ohio Sen. Robert A. Taft, but 
were unable to overcome sentiment of 
the so-called Eastern Establishment for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


There is considerable sentiment here, 


as expressed from the convention po- 
dium by Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 


nia, that the smaller states be granted a 
certain minimum representation and that 
the population base embodied in the Per- 
cy plan not be made absolute.. 


As Pedersen explained it, "I don't be- 


lieve that the Constitution originally was 
emphatically designed to adhere to the 
one-man, one-vote philosophy." 


Pedersen shares the view, which ap- 


pears dominant here, that regional inter- 
ests have at least as much right to in- 
fluence in the selection of the presiden- 
tial nominee as do the personal senti- 
ments of the delegates.

The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the efforts of the local communities 
— Dee Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — to develop a 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the water 
commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit arc Elmhunt, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
US Supreme Court order of 19(7. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (cfpa) from the lake. The 
court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably^

MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously in making the al- 
location." 


The state has allocated 34.8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42.5 
by 1980. Tree towns was granted 58 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1980. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" sewage 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert. 


Egan criticized the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 
ment program, which is second to none." 


Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time." 


However, according to an allocation 


schedule released in July by the state, 
the MSD's allocation will remain at 1,100 
cfps until 1980, when it will be allowed 
1,000 cfps. 


John Guillou, chief engineer for the di- 


vision of waterways, has stated pre- 
viously that the MSD should seek other 
methods of satisfying the oxygen needs 
to prevent water pollution from sewage. 
He has maintained that by 1980 the MSD 
should not need as much water. 


Teepe said the legal action could hold 


up the efforts of D A M P and Tree 
towns, even if the court eventually rules 
against the MSD. He explained that with 
the allocation in question, the two water 
commissions may have difficulty in ob- 
taining interim financing for detailed en- 
gineering drawings and that they could 
not attempt to sell bonds with the suit

Relations Between Park District, City Reach A New Low

A pod filter wa* the immediate issue 


Tuesday night but the underlying issue 
was relations between city and park dis- 
trict officials. 


These relations appeared to reach a 


new low as the council voted 6-2 against 
a resolution to advertise for bids for a 
new filter,for the Rolling Meadows Park 
District swimming pool. 


This was the second proposal from the 


park district for some of the city's sales 
tax revenue to be turned down by the 
council this year. 


Sales tax revenue has gone to the Roll- 


ing Meadows Public Library to eliminate 


the library levy, buy new books and ex- 
pand the library; to the fire district to 
buy an ambulance and finally to take 
'over the fire district; to schools in the 
form of lights for a football field, side- 
walks and streets and to finance numer- 
ous capital improvements for city de- 
partments including the 1200,000 addition 
to city hall — but the park district has 
received nothing. 


THE QUESTION doesn't seem to be 


whether the park district needs the filter 
and whether the city can afford to buy it 
for them but rather whether the council 
likes the way the park district is being 
run. 


"If anything is mismanaged it's the 


park board. I am not about to vote to 
spend any city monies for that park 
board. The pool is supposed to be self- 
supporting. The park board is not justify- 
ing what it's doing with the money," said 
Aid. Steve Eberhard. 


"The consensus is that the park dis- 


trict is not in a real solvent position. I 
don't think we're inferring the way the 
park district is being run is the way the 
city would do it. We are looking at it 
from the standpoint of what we could do 
to benefit the people of Rolling Meadows 
most," said Aid. Kenneth Retzke, who 
voted in favor of letting bids for the fil- 
ter. 


"I feel the filter should be paid for out 


of funds they (the park board) get from 
passes. They raised pool pass prices the 
last two years. Maybe if they're forced 
to raise prices more everyone will start 
to look into it," said Aid. Daniel Weber. 


Mayor Roland Meyer, who served on 


the park board from 1965-67, said yester- 
day he was sympathetic with the park 
district's financial problems. 


"The park board may have caused 


some of their financial difficulties but 
they are also living with financial prob- 
lems that they inherited," said Meyer. 


"I was surprised by some of the alder- 


men last night. Instead of looking at the 
overall view and the interests of the citi- 
zens they seem to be looking to personal 


feelings. Perhaps they should take a 
more responsible look at things. I don't 
think they're here as aldermen to vote on 
their personal feelings," said Meyer. 


Animosities between the park district 


and city have existed for several years. 
The problems were believed to stem 
from personality conflicts between Dean 
Hallerud, former director of parks and 
recreation, and several aldermen and 
Meyer. 


WHEN HALLERUD resigned this year 


under pressure it was rumored the park 


• board was bowing to pressure from the 
council in order to get sales tax revenue. 


A former park board commissioner

this year, will be spent primarily on ma- 
jor improvements that will convert the 
library basement into a reading area for 
children through the prejunior high 
school age groups, and additional office 
space'for the library staff. ' 


The focal point of the remodeling, ac- 


cording to architect Walter Carlson," will 
be a "story time" pit in the basement. 


The pit will be a carpeted, sunken area 


about 20 feet square (hat will serve as a 
location for the library's story hours. It 


will feature a built-in projection screen 
•and light box for a variety of visual pre- 
sentations to accompany the readings to 
young children. 


OTHER BASEMENT improvements 


will include a workroom at the west end 
of the building, and a conference room 
and an office at the east end. 


A'new glass, and wood enclosed refer- 


ence area will be constructed on the 
main level. The entire lower level and 
the existing stairway will be carpeted. 


The children's library now occupies a 


small spaace on the main level. When re- 
novation is completed, the entire lower 
level will be the children's section, and 
the upper level will be designated for ju- 
nior high school students through adults. 


The lower level now has heating, air 


conditioning and rest rooms. It is used 
for the preschooler story hour, to store 
books and for periodicals. The improve- 
ment program will include installation of 
a dehumidifying system and expansion of 
the library's basement smoke detection 


One alderman voted against the resolu- 


tion to transfer funds to the library. Aid. 
William Ahrens complained that the li- 
brary does not have enough books to 
meet the needs of students and that they 
are restricting the use of some books. 


Library Board Pres. Rodney Dahhn, 


said he was not aware that the library 
'had any policy of keeping certain books 
out of the hands of students.

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Bernard Pedersen Represents Area 
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He's Typical Of GOP Convention Conservatives 


by BOB LAHEY 


MIAMI BEACH - If there is a typical 


delegate at this gathering of the Republi- 
can Party, it might well be Bernard Pe- 
dersen, GOP committeeman of Palatine 
Township. 


Pedersen describee himself without 


apology as a conservative — a label that 
for some years during the days of civil 
rights demonstrations and Kennedy Cam- 
dot took on a somewhat derogatory con- 
notation — and he appears very much in 
tune with the majority sentiment of his 
party's 1972 convention. 


The conservative flavor of this con- 


vention, and of the Illinois delegation, 
was clearly in evidence Tuesday when a 


liberally oriented plan for future selec- 
tion of delegates to the convention was 
soundly defeated. 


Pedersen was among the SO Illinois 


delegates who voted against a plan that 
many observers viewed as a vehicle that 
would aid Sen. Charles H. Percy in a 
1976 bid for the presidential nomination. 


Percy was able to attract only eight 


votes from the Illinois delegation for a 
plan that would have favored his state 
and other large industrial states at the 
expense of the smaller, rural states of 
the Southern and Western areas of the 
nation. 


PEDERSEN EXPLAINED the senti- 


ment behind the vote that defeated the 


Percy plan: 


"The Eastern states of the country 


controlled the selection of presidential 
candidates until 1960, and there is consid- 
erable feeling among the delegates that 
the Eastern states are trying to get their 
control back." 


Pedersen recalled the 1952 convention 


in which the Midwestern and Western 
states were strongly in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Ohio Sen. Robert A. Taft, but 
were unable to overcome sentiment of 
the so-called Eastern Establishment for 
Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower. 


There is considerable sentiment here, 


as expressed from the convention po- 
dium by Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 


nia, that the smaller states be granted a 
certain minimum representation and that 
the population base embodied in the Per- 
cy plan not be made absolute. 


As Pedersen explained it, "I don't be- 


lieve that the Constitution originally was 
emphatically designed to adhere to the 
one-man, one-vote philosophy." 


Pedersen shares the view, which ap- 


pears dominant here, that regional inter- 
ests have at least as much right to in- 
fluence in the selection of the presiden- 
tial nominee as do the personal senti-

Annex Boosts Park District Merger 
Bomb Threat Traced To Library 


Plans to merge the Rolling Meadows 


and Plum Grove Countryside park dis- 
tricts were given a boost Tuesday when 
the city council annexed the last piece of 
property needed to provide an annexa- 
tion corridor between the two districts. 


The council annexed two parcels of 


land totaling about 3.5 acres on Kirchoff 
Road, west of Frontage Road, to com- 
plete the link between the two park dis- 
tricts that have been planning to merge 
for several months. 


Included in the annexation agreement 


was approval of R-8 residential in- 
stitutional zoning for 2.9 acres of land on 
which Theobald Wolf of Palatine plans to 
build a 117-bed nursing home. The other 
parcel was brought in under R-l zoning. 


The council also approved Wolf's nurs- 


ing home plans Tuesday. 


With the Wolf property now in the city, 


there is a link between the Creekside and 
Plum Grove Countryside subdivisions in 
Rolling Meadows. 


Creekside is in the Rolling Meadows 


park district, while Plum Grove Coun- 
tryside is in the Countryside district. 


ROLLING Meadows Park Board Pres. 


William Billings said yesterday that he 
"should be receiving (annexation) peti- 
tions from our attorney for the five or six 
individual parcels," that make up the an- 
nexation corridor within the next few 
days. 


The petitions to annex to the Rolling 


Meadows Park District must be signed 
by the property owners of each of the 
pieces of land that will come into the 
district. 


The annexation corridor property is 


split between the Palatine Rural and Salt 
Creek Rural park districts. Under the 
terms of annexation to the city, however, 
the owners agree to petition for annexa- 
tion to the Rolling Meadows park dis- 
trict. 


Part of the annexation link, on which 


the Brookwood Apartments lie, is in Salt 
Creek. Salt Creek and Rolling Meadows 
are presently opponents in litigation to 
determine within whose boundaries an 
industrial park of $6,9 million assessed 
valuation is located. The property being 
fought over is located roughly on Rohl- 
wing Road, northwest of Arlington Park 
Race Track.

Billings said he has "not been talking 


to anyone at Salt Creek. I don't think 
they are going to voluntarily do it (dis- 
annex the Brookwood property)." 


HE ADDED, however, that the annexa- 


tion corridor will remain intact without 
the Brookwood property. 


"We don't need that piece," Billings 


said, "but the owner wants into our park 
district." If Salt Creek does not cooper- 
ate voluntarily, there is nothing that can 
be done, he said. 


Once the property owners sign the peti- 


tions, Billings said, they will be pre- 
sented to the Palatine Rural and Salt 
Creek park districts to begin dis- 
annexation proceedings. He said no 
trouble is anticipated with Palatine Rur- 
al, which has cooperated in past annexa- 
tions. 


After the disannexation ordinances are 


passed locally they are filed with the 
county, Billings said. Then the Rolling 
Meadows park district can annex the 
property, and file their ordinances with 
the county. When those ordinances are 
filed the merger can be completed. That 
is expected by October or November.

economically, the bit was taken up by 
several aldermen. 


THOMAS WALDRON Slid, "All around 


us are little unincorporated areas that 
have no reason not to join the nearest 
town. We have bailed them out time and 
again during storms and with police 
help. If township government ends, I 
think they will join the nearest munici- 
pality." 


The question of duplication of services 


was raised by Merrill Wuerch, especially 
in relation to the city. 


"What do we get for our tax money," 


Wuerch asked. 


When Theroux explained the cities get 


the ISMASOT'S and clerk's functions, 
Wuerch contended, "These can be trans- 
ferred somewhere else and are a dupli- 
cation of efforts." 


Meyer stated that his basic concern 


was what pertains to the cities and vil- 
lages. Many township functions could be 
handled locally, he Insisted.

The township officials got their strong- 


est support in a backhanded way from 
Aid. Thomas Scanlan who lashed out at 
the league for their willingness to "throw 
things to the county." 


"Palatine Township exposed them- 


selves to this," Scanlan said in reference 
to the referendum. 


BUT HE ADDED, referring to the 


league, "When any organization says 
people should look forward to coming un- 
der the county, when they advocate 
throwing things to the county, they are 
doing more harm than good." 


"I'm not going to vote to dissolve town- 


ship government," Scanlan said. "Per- 
haps we're approaching this thing wrong. 
Maybe we can make them do what 
they're supposed to be doing." 


Aid. Kenneth Retzke explained that he 
didn't "have the information I would ' 
need to say township government should 
be abolished. We've had rather unfortu- 
nate associations with the county, and I 
think at this time with the information 
we have I'd say we are premature." 


Meyer and Scanlan argued briefly over 


the issue before the vote when Scanlan 
continued to bring the county into the ar- 
gument. 


"The county isn't on trial here," Meyer 


said. 


SCANLAN RESPONDED with, "This 


vote will give the county more power than 
it has now." 


Meyer said, "There is nothing in the

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MSB Sues To Halt Lake Water Use

The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the efforts of the local communities 
— DCS Plaioes, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — to develop a 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the water 
commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
U.S. Supreme Court order of 1967. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (dpi) from the lake. The 
court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably.

said city officials had indicated to him 
the park district would not receive a 
dime as long as HaUerud was there. 


Tuesday's action came as a surprise to 


the park district officials who had not 
been informed the council would vote on 
letting bids for the pool filter.

"As a taxpayer I feel there are some

MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously in making the al- 
location." 


The state has allocated 318 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42.5 
by i960. Tree towns was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1960. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" sewage 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert. 


Egan criticized the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 
ment program, which is second to none." 


Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time." 


However, according to an allocation 


schedule released in July by the state, 
the MSD's allocation will remain at 1,100 
cfps until 1980, when it will be allowed 
1,000 cfps. 


John Guillou, chief engineer for the di- 


vision of waterways, has stated pre- 
viously that the MSD should seek other 
methods of satisfying the oxygen needs 
to prevent water pollution from sewage. 
He has maintained that by 1980 the MSD 
should not need as much water. 


Teepe said the legal action could' hold 


up the efforts of DAMP and Tree 
towns, even if the court eventually rules 
against the MSD. He explained that with' 
the allocation in question, the two water 
commissions may have difficulty in ob- 
taining interim financing for detailed en- 
gineering drawings and that they could 
not attempt to sell bonds with the suit 
pending.

MSB Files Suit 
To Prevent 
Lake Water Use 


by ROGER CAPETTINI 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the efforts of the local communities 
— Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — to develop • 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the water commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-miluon-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is In conflict with a 
U.S. Supreme Court order of 1907. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against lix states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,300 cubic 
feet per second (cfps) from the lake. The 
court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously In making the al- 
location." 


The state hu allocated 34,8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1978, with an increase to 42.5 
by I960. Tree towns was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1960. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" sewage 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert. 


Egan criticised the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 
ment program, which is second to none."

Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time." 


However, according to an allocation. 


schedule released in July by the state, 
the MSD's allocation will remain at 1,100 
cfps until 1980, when it will be allowed 
1,000 cfps. 


John Guillou, chief engineer for the di- 


vision of waterways,'has stated pre- 
viously that the MSD should seek other 
methods of satisfying the oxygen needs 
to prevent water pollution from sewage. 
He has maintained that by 1980 the MSD 
should not need as much water. 


Teepe said the legal action could hold 


up the efforts of D A M P and Tree 
towns, even if the court eventually rules 
against the MSD. He explained that with 
the allocation in question, the two water 
commissions may have difficulty in ob- 
taining interim financing for detailed en- 
gineering drawings and that they could 
not attempt to sell bonds with the suit 
pending.

Twp. Welfare Called Short-Term Life Saver 


by DAVE MAHSMAN 


Township public assistance can be 


called a short-term life saver that will 
keep a family above financial waters un- 
til a rescue ship of funds comes from the 
county, state or federal government. 


For example, a partially blind mother 


of five was recently deserted by her hus- 
band; She applied for Cook County assis- 
tance, but funds from that source would 
take more time than she could afford. 
She turned to Wheeling Township for 
help. 


The same day the woman came into 


Wheeling Town Hal), she got $25 worth of 
food orders to feed her hungry family 
and $10 cash to do the laundry, which 
totalled $85 for food and $20 for laundry. 
Help from the township stopped two 
weeks later as quickly as it had begun 
when she got her first assistance check 
from the county. 


Wheeling Township gave away some 


$23,000 of its budgeted $48,110 for general 
assistance during the 1971-72 fiscal year, 
said Fran Broneit, who handles most 6f 
the welfare cases. She explained that 
budgeted amounts are usually in excess 
of spending, because the township must 
be ready for any emergency that might 
arise. She added that funds left at the 
end of the fiscal year are carried over 
into the next year. This year's budget 
allows, $52,850 for assistance. 


"WE WILL definitely spend more this 


year than last (on general assistance)," 
Mrs. Brosseit said. She explained that 
there is "greater demand" for the wel- 
fare benefits. The township's population 
is constantly increasing^ and more town- 
ship residents are becoming aware of the 
program. 


Township Superintendent Ethel Ko- 


lerus, who Is also supervisor of general 
assistance, said township assistance pro? 
grams were set up in Illinois to help the 
needy who do not qualify for such cate- 
gorical aid programs as assistance to the 
blind or disabled, old age benefits and 
Aid to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC). Local assistance may also be 
used to help those who are waiting to be 
accepted for other assistance, as in the 
case of the partially blind mother. 


Each township in the state funds its 


own general assistance program. Wheel- 
ing Township taxes its residents an aver- 
age of one cent per $100 assessed valu- 
ation for its program. 


Because- Wheeling Township receives 


no state funding for its welfare program, 
there is no legal ceiling on the amount 
any one case can collect in assistance 
payments. Yet the township does try to 
follow county guidelines for payments to 


discourage welfare cases from moving. 
into the area to collect a higher chuck, 
Mrs. Brosseit said'. 


Township officials say they keep1 a 


tight rein on their Welfare funds, keeping 
their eyes'open for so-called "welfare 
freeloaders." Wheeling Township's rela- 
tively light caseload (25 to 40 cases each 
month as compared to 300 or 400 in some 
of Cook County's townships) makes it 
fairly easy to see that no one gets money 
who doesn't deserve it, Mrs. Kolerus 
said. 


"BUT WHO REALLY knows for sure 


(who is freeloading)?" Mrs. Brosseit 
asked. 


Mrs. Kolerus admitted that some cases 


may be receiving township funds and 
money from family members at the 
same time. Such an arrangement would 
normally not be permitted, but a U. S. 
Supreme Court decision three years ago 


threw out requirements (hat a family has 
to support indigent relatives. This makes 
it difficult for welfare agencies to detect 
cases that are receiving money on the • 
sly from relatives or Mends. 


"Some cases have to be getting money 


elsewhere to make ends meet. Or they 
may be working on the side,'* Mrs. Ko- 
lerus contended. "But we never know for 
sure. We're not a policing department." 


In most cases, though, unqualified wel- 


fare applicants are detected after an in- 
itial payment is made, Mrs. Brosseit 
said. 


"We have to believe them (as to appli- 


cants' qualifications for assistance) until 
we can check them out," she said. "We 
give them the barest payment to begin 
with." 
s 
FOR THOSE WHO qualify, however, 


township officials said welfare service is 
fast, with a minimum of red tape. Appli- 


cants need only stop by the township of- 
fices, 1818 E. Northwest Hwy., Arlington 
Heights, talk to a caseworker about their 
problems and fill out a standard appli- 
cation for general assistance. Benefits 
usually begin the same day. 


But those who think the township is a 


source of easy money will receive a rude 
awakening. Mrs. Kolerus said the town- 
ship very rarely gives cash payments, 
but rather uses disbursement orders for 
food, rent and clothing — they supply 
only the necessities. What's more, pay- 
ment is made directly to the store or 
landlord, not to the recipient, though 
some exceptions are made. 


"Some people have the attitude that we 


owe it to them," Mrs. Kolerus said, shak- 
ing her head, then going on to sum up. 
the township's program: "We do our best 
to service everyone who really needs 
help."

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Convention With Conservative Flavor 


by BOB LAHEY 


MIAMI BEACH - If there is a typical 


delegate at this gathering of the Republi- 
can Party, it might well be Bernard Pe- 
deraen. GOP committeeman of Palatine 
Township. 


Pedersen describe* himself without 


apology as a conservative — a label that 
for some years during the days of civil 
rights demonstrations and Kennedy Cam- 
clot took on a somewhat derogatory con- 
notation — and he appears very much in 
tune with the majority sentiment of his 
party's 1972 convention. 


The conservative flavor of this con- 


vention, and of the Illinois delegation, 
was clearly in evidence Tuesday when a 
liberally oriented plan for future selec- 
tion of delegates to the convention was 
soundly defeated. 


Pedersen was among the 50 Illinois 


delegates who voted against a plan that 
many observers viewed as a vehicle that 
would aid Sen. Charles H. Percy in a 
1976 bid for the presidential nomination. 


Percy was able to attract only eight 


votes from the Illinois delegation for a 
plan that would have favored his state 
and other large industrial states at the 
expense of the smaller, rural states of 
the Southern and Western areas of the 
nation. 


PEDERSEN EXPLAINED the senti- 


ment behind the vote, that defeated the 
Percy plan: 


"The Eastern states of the country 


controlled the selection of presidential 
candidates until I960, and there i» consid- 
erable feeling among the delegates that 
the Eastern states'are'trying to get their 
control back." 
. 


Pedersen recalled the 1952 convention 


in which the Midwestern and Western 
states were strongly in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Ohio Sen. Robert A. taft, but 
were unable to overcome sentiment of 
the so-called Eastern' Establishment for 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


There is considerable sentiment here, 


as expressed from the convention po- 
dium by Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia, that the smaller states be granted a 
certain minimum representation and that 
the population base embodied in the Per- 
cy plan not be made absolute. 


As Pedersen explained it, "I don't be- 


lieve that the Constitution originally was 
emphatically designed to adhere to the 
one-man, one-vote philosophy." 


Pedersen shares the view, which ap- 


pears dominant here, that regional inter- 
ests have at least as much right to in- 
fluence in the selection of the presiden- 
tial nominee as do the personal senti- 
ments of the delegates.

Major Proposal 
For Upgrading 
Downtown Set 


by KURTBAER 


The village administration has un- 


veiled a major new proposal for the re- 
vitalization of the Arlington Heights cen- 
tral business district. 


The principal elements of the 28-page 


report include recommendations for mu- 
nicipally built and operated parking ga- 
rage*, free parking for downtown shop- 
pers, an parallel parking along down- 
town streets, pedestrian malls and a pro- 
gram of downtown beautification. 


According to Village Pres. John 


Woods, the revitalization proposals will 
be discussed at an upcoming committee- 
of-the-whole meeting of the village board 
and then will be referred to the plan 
commission for further discussion. 


None of the administration recommen- 


dations have yet received formal approv- 
al and there is no official target .date to 
begin implementation. 


THE REPORT recommends phased 


implementation of the revitalization pro- 
gram, beginning with the construction of 
a 390-car parking garage on property al- 
ready owned by the village along Vail 
Avenue between Campbell and Sigwalt 
streets. 


Estimated completion time for the ga- 


rage, if and when construction begins, is 
18 months. 


Phase two of the implementation plan 


calls for new signs, so-called "street fur- 
niture," beautification and design draw- 
ings for pedestrian malls along Davis 
Mreet between Dunton and Vail avenues 
and between Evergreen Avenue and Ar- 
lington HcighU Road. Phase two would 
be implemented over a three-year peri- 
od. 


"Servicing of business facing the malls 


will require detailed analysis and contact 
with store operators to determine accept- 
able service routes and times," the re- 
port states. 


PHASE THREE proposes the removal 


of shopper parking meters and con- 


version to parallel parking. This could be 
completed in 30 days, the report states. 


Phase four would be the actual con- 


struction of the pedestrian mall and 
phase five would be the engineering and 
construction of a second parking garage 
for the north central business district. 


The north-side garage would not be 


started for two years, the report recom- 
mends, and would be located on an as 
yet undetermined site. 


The parking garages would include ap- 


proximately 230 paid parking spaces for 
central business district employes and 
100 free parking spaces for shoppers, the 
report proposes. 


"THE ARLINGTON HEIGHTS central 


business district, like thousands of others 
across the United States, is suffering be- 
cause of its age, traffic congestion, phys- 
ical designed and changes in urban shop- 
ping patterns which are due to the in- 
creased use of the automobile," the re- 
port states. 


Starting with the premise that the cen- 


tral business district has not kept pace in 
recent years with the rest of the commu- 
nity, the revitalization program sets 
forth three principal objectives. They 
are: 


—"To revitalize the central business 


district (CBC) by improving the business 
opportunities of the retail establishments 
already located iii the CBD, and by at- 
tracting new businesses and commercial 
interest* to the downtown area. 


—"To provide a better functioning 


transportation system and enhance the 
CBD so it is attractive for drivers and 
shoppers. 


—"To provide adequate and convenient 


parking for shoppers and local employ- 
es." 


THE REPORT NOTES the loss of 


shoppers to outlying shopping centers 
and strip shopping areas and the lagging 
assessed valuation of CBD property

The Dist. 25 administrator who com- 


piled the data that led to the firing of 
teacher John D. Fender testified last 
night at a public hearing that "striking a 
child in the bead cannot be condoned in 
this school system."

Monroe taid he thought corporal pun- 


ishment (striking students) in a few 
cases may be legitimate. He added that 


one other Dist. 25 teacher had disciplined 
a student last year by paddling and bad 
followed it with a conference with admin- 
istrators and a call to the student's par- 
ents.s 


School officials have said that Fender 


struck students on four instances in one 
school year. 


Under questioning by Fender's attor- 


ney Donald Veverka, Monroe stated that 
Fender's evaluation for the 1970-71 school 
year was "generally positive." 


The hearing continued late last night 


and is expected to continue for several 
days with students involved in the in- 
cidents expected to testify before the 
board. 


Fender is a 10-year teacher in the dis- 


trict and bad taught language arts at 
Miner Junior High School.

MSB Sues To Halt Lake Water Use 


by HOGER CAPETTINI 


The Metropolitan Sanitary District has 


filed suit in Cook County Circuit Court to 
prevent the diversion of drinking water 
from Lake Michigan to Northwest subur- 
ban communities. 


The suit, filed Tuesday, seeks an in- 


junction, a declaratory judgment and an 
administrative review of the allocation of 
lake water made July 21 by the state. 


The mere filing of the suit can endan- 


ger the effort* of the local communities 
— Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, Mount 
Prospect and Palatine — to develop a 
new source of drinking water, according 
to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP.

serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Villa 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
U.S. Supreme Court order of 1967. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (cfps) from the lake. The 
court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 


cating that water equitably. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agency, through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 


- trarily and capriciously in making the al- 


location." 


The state has allocated 34,8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42.5 
by 1980. Tree towns- was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1980. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" sewage 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert, 


Egan criticised the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 
ment program, which is second to none." 


Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time."

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Convention With Conservative Flavor

MIAMI BEACH - If there is a typical 


delegate at this gathering of the Republi- 
can Party, it might well be Bernard Pe- 
derscn, GOP committeeman of Palatine 
Township. 


Pedersen describes himself without 


apology as a conservative — a label that 
for some years during the days of civil 
rights demonstrations and Kennedy Cam- 
elot took on a somewhat derogatory con- 
notation — and be appears very much in 
tune with the majority sentiment of his 
party's 1972 convention. 


The conservative flavor of this con- 


vention, and of the Illinois delegation, 
was clearly in evidence Tuesday when a 
liberally oriented plan for future selec- 
tion of delegates to the convention was 
soundly defeated. 


Pedersen was among the SO Illinois 


delegates who voted against a plan that 
many observers viewed as a vehicle that 
would aid Sen. Charles H. Percy in a 
1976 bid for the presidential nomination. 


Percy was able to attract only eight 


votes from the Illinois delegation for a 
plan that would have favored his state 
and other large Industrial states at the 
expense of the smaller, rural states of 
the Southern and Western areas of the 
nation. 


PEDERSEN EXPLAINED the senti- 


ment behind the vote that defeated the 
Percy plan: 


"The Eastern states of the country 


controlled the selection of presidential 
candidates until I960, and there is consid- 
erable feeling among the delegates that 
the Eastern states are trying to get their 
control back." 


Pedersen recalled the 1952 convention 


in which the Midwestern and Western 
states were strongly in favor of the nomi- 
nation of Ohio Sen. Robert A. Taft, but 
were unable to overcome sentiment of 
the so-called Eastern Establishment for 
Gen. Dwight D. Elsenhower. 


There is considerable sentiment here, 


as expressed from the convention po- 
dium by Gov. Ronald Reagan of Califor- 
nia, that the smaller states be granted a 
certain minimum representation and that 
the population base embodied in the Per- 
cy plan not be made absolute. 


As Pedersen explained it, "I don't be- 


lieve that the Constitution originally was 
emphatically designed to adhere to the 
one-man, one-vote philosophy." 


Pedersen shares the view, which ap- 


pears dominant here, that regional inter- 
ests have at least as much right to in- 
fluence in the selection of the presiden- 
tial nominee as do the personal senti- 
ments of the delegates.

site at Beckwlth Road and Narragansett 
Avenue in Morton Grove. 


T r u s t e e s Stephen Loska of Des 


Plaines, and Griffith T. MicDonald of 
Park Ridge, have filed a minority report 
with the college board listing several 
reasons for their opposition to the Beck- 
with Road land. 


The two officials join village boards in 


Morton Grove and Golf, Miles Township 
School Dirt. (7 and a citizens committee 
in voicing opposition to the proposed site. 


A public meeting scheduled for Aug. 30 


between the Oakton board, the Morton 
Grove and Golf boards and the citizen's 
group has been canceled by LeRoy 
Wauck, president of the Oakton board of 
trustees. 


Wauck said the cancellation reflects a 


"change in attitudes" of some of the 
board members. He added the board was 
not prepared to present a complete re- 
port on the site because several of the 
trustees were on vacation. 


IN THEIR MINORITY report, Loska

Two sites in the north- 
west corner of the college district were 
ruled out due to flooding by the site com- 
mittee but board members did not re- 
ceive a report on the flooding, he said. 


MacDonald said the college should not 


give central location hi the college dis- 
trict the first priority. He said size of the 
site should be considered first. 


MacDONALD SATO the minority re- 


port was to be read during the board of 
trustees meeting Aug. 15 when over 200 
citizens appeared to protest the site se- 
lection. He said he was disappointed the 
report was not read that night. 


Loska and MacDonald were on vaca- 


tion during the Aug. 15 meeting, but are 
expected to attend the Aug. 30 meeting. 


A member of the citizen's group op- 


posed to the 'site announced during the 
Aug. 15 meeting that the village boards 
of Morton Grove and Golf and Dist. 67 
wan also opposed to the site. 


Wauck told the Herald the resolution 


opposing the site patted by the Morton 
Grove board was not a hostile act, "It 
was simply a matter of being under pres- 
sure." 


When the Morton Grove board met 


Aug. 15 they were presented with about 
3,500 signatures of citizens opposed to 
the site and a letter from Dist. 67 charg- 
ing that the college would cause a traffic 
hasard to children attending district 
schools and the purchase of the property 
by the college would remove valuable 
tax revenue from the school district. 


The site committee claims roads in the 


area would have to be widened whether 
the college decided to locate there or not, 
and there is access to the site from 
Golf Road, Dempster Street, Lehigh 
Road, and Waukegan Road. 


WAUCK SAID traffic researchers hired 


by the college are now studying ways of 
relieving traffic pressures in the Beck- 
with Road area. Some alternatives in- 
clude widening existing roads, making 
some roads one-way, and building a 
cross-over road on the south end of the 
site from Lehigh Road across the Mil- 
waukee Road Railroad. 


Arthur Janura, general superintendent 


of the Cook County Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict, which has land bordering the site 
on the east, said the forest preserve 
owns the eastern half of Narraganseft 
Avenue and will not allow the college to 
widen the road if forest preserve land is 
lost in the process. The college had 
planned to widen the road from 20 to 24 
feet. 


The Morton Grove board charged in its 


resolution the college board chose the 
Beckwith Road site without the knowl- 
edge of that village, that the location of 
the college on that site is in violation of 
village zoning ordinances, that the col- 
lege would further complicate an already 
restricted traffic pattern, and that the 
campus would seriously disrupt qpd 
place undue strain on all community ser- 
vices and facilities. 


The Beckwith Road property is zoned 


for residential use. The village allows 
high schools and grammar schools to be 
built in residential zoning but no college 
has ever been located in a residential 
area of Morton Grove, according to Fred 
Huber, village administrator. 


Although the.site is just above the 50- 


acre minimum size set by the Illinois Ju-

Complaints By Parents Bring Action 


Officials at Des Plaines Elementary 


School Dist. 62 have responded to com- 
plaints by parents of handicapped chil- 
dren by recommending that the district 
participate in a special education reim- 
bursement program next summer. 


A group of six or seven parents 


planned to appear Monday during a pub- 
lic hearing on next year's school budget 
to criticize the board of education (or not 
including summer special education 
reimbursements in expenditures planned 
for the coming school year. 


If no special education program exists 


in the school district that is adequate for 
a child's need*, parents may send their 
children to private schools and be reim- 
bursed for a portion of the tuition costs 
by their local school district. Dist. 62 
does reimburse parents during the school 


year but has not provided any financial 
aid during the summers. 


Robert Retake, assistant, superintend- 


ent and board secretary, said money will 
probably be allocated in the budget so 
parents who send their children to pri- 
vate special education classes will be 
reimbursed beginning next summer. He 
•aid school officials plan to recommend 
that the board of education approve the 
reimbursements when it meets Monday 
night. 


REINKE SAID a general account for 


reimbursements does exist in the budget 
but it does not specify summer school 
special education reimbursements. Be- 
cause the Maine Township Special Edu- 
cation Program, a cooperative consisting 
of school districts 207, 62, 03 and 64, has 
agreed to set up guidelines for udminis- 
tering the program, Dist. b2 is willing to 


participate, said Reinke. 


Susan Nlebergall, 2061 Nlmitz Dr., Des 


Plaines, leader of the parents' group, 
said the group is saistisfled with the re- 
sponse by school officials and has can- 
celed its plans to appear at the budget 
hearing. 


Illinois school districts are eligible for 


funds to reimburse parents as provided 
by House Bill 648. The bill says school 
districts may reimburse parents up to 
1500 a summer. The school is then reim- 
bursed up to $400 by the state. 


During the regular school year, Dist. 


62 does reimburse parents who send their 
children to private schools for handi- 
capped children. Parents are reimbursed 
up to $2,000 per school year, by the local 
school district and the district is reim- 
bursed up to $1,400 by the state. 


CENTER STREET in Des Plaines is 
being widened from 21 feet to 30

Changes Eyed 
To Prevent 
Gas Leaks 


The Des Plaines Fire Department will 


recommend changes in the city's fire 
code aimed at preventing gasoline leaks 
at service stations, officials said yester- 
day.Fire Inspector James Albrecht said he 
has completed proposed revisions requir- 
ing test holes to be dug and maintained 
near underground gasoline storage taints 
so the department can easily determine 
if gasoline is leaking into the ground 
from the tanks. 


Albrecht, who spoke at Mayor Herbert 


Behrel'a weekly press conference, said 
the proposals would also require a check 
valve on storage tanks to help prevent 
gasoline spills when the tanks are being 
filled. 
Albrecht and Inspector Ken Baumann 


of the fire prevention bureau described 
the city's efforts to end the gasoline 
leaks that have plagued a home at 7G9 
River Bd. since last year. 


Baumann said the home, owned by 


Burton Kosmen, is in no danger from the 
leak problems at the service station next 
door, 697 River. Inspections last week 
failed to disclose the presence of any 
more gasoline in a hole dug next to the 
station's tanks, he said. 


SEVERAL hundred gallons of water 


containing gasoline had been pumped out 
of the station hole last week after Bau- 
mann discovered an explosive condition 
during an inspection. He said yesterday 
that the fire department is satisfied tnat 
there is no more gasoline at this time in 
the hole, in « similar hole dug at the 
edge of Kosmen's property or in Kos- 
men's basement sump note. 


Kosmen, contacted after the press con- 


ference, disagreed, saying a t«t with an 
explosion meter by the fire department 
as late as Monday indicated a reading of 
"100 per cent" because of fumes that re- 
main in the note. 


He said gasoline had seeped into the 


hole near the tanks after earlier pump- 
ings and there is no reason to think it 
won't do so again.

"If they pumped it all out, way does it 


keep coming .in and where does it come 
from?" Kosmen said. 
Albrecht and Baumann discussed a 


chemical analysis of samples taken in 
July, which they said shows no gasoline 
in Kosmen's basement sump. Only meth- 
ane could be found in the sump, while 
both methane and heavier hydrocarbons 
such as gasoline were found to the hole 
near the service station tanks, they said. 


IN ADDITION, Baumann said, a spe- 


cial dye put in the service station hote 
and the hote at the edge of the Kosmen 
property had failed to seep into the base-

meat sump, indicating that gasoline was 
not seeping in that direction either. 


They also pointed out that the chemical 


analysis, performed by Phoenix Chem- 
ical Laboratory Inc., said the fact that 
chemicals found in the sump consisted 
mainly of methane "suggests they were 
not derived from gasoline." 


The report said methane can "occur 


naturally" or from the decomposition of 
vegetable matter. The report didn't in- 
dicate, and both fire inspectors said they 
do not know, whether methane can also 
occur from the decomposition of gaso- 
line. 


Mayor Behrel said the report "in gen- 


eral indicates the city and the fire de- 
partment especially have done every- 
thing in their power to make that area 
safe, if it was ever unsafe." 


"We're trying to convince Mr. Kosmen 


that his house is as safe as anybody 
else's in the neighborhood. If we thought 
it wasn't we'd ask him to move," the 
mayor laid. 


Albrecht said the fire code revisions

A perfect example is Cannery Row 


(made famous by John Steinbeck's nov- 
els about the area and its people).

They are decorated with white twinkle 
lights and simply obnoxious.

The other half is fighting to 
tear down, redevelop and improve the 
city. 


The book store is in the midst of the 


fight. There is a citizens group and a 
number of lawyers fighting to save it 
while the landlord is fighting to get them 
out. It is all very political and messy but 
it looks like the bookstore people have a 
good chance of winning. Their battle is 
an important part of the war (and 1 hope 
they win). 


SAN FRANCISCO is magnificent and I 


should leave it at that but I won't. Of all 
the cities in this country that I've ever 
been in San Francisco is unique. It is -so 
clean — even what they call slums are 
clean — and it is so hilly, and there is so 
much to do and see, and the climate is 
incredible, (I know you've heard it a mil- 
lion times before but I couldn't help it.) 


I saw all the things tourists are sup- 


posed to see and did all of the things 
tourists are supposed to do. . . but it was 
the un-touristy things that were the best.

EPA To Conduct Area Noise Survey 


The U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency (EPA) said yesterday it will con- 
duct a 24-hour survey of noise problems 
in the suburban communities surround- 
ing O'Hare Airport-today and tomorrow.

MIKVA SAID yesterday there are 


more than 1,700 flights a day in and out 
of O'Hare and added the noise from the 
jets often becomes "intolerable" for 
thousands of people who live within 5 or 
10 miles of the airport.

Cancel Aug. 30 Public Meeting 
Youth Director Questions Unanswered 


Questions about what role a full-time 


youth director should play have delayed 
a decision on creating such a post in city 
government. 


At a joint meeting of the Des Plaines 


City Council's youth activity committee 
and the city youth commission Tuesday 
night,, members of both panels agreed 
much more study and research into the 
problem would be needed before a deci- 
sion is reached. 


Youth activity committee chairman, 


Aid. Kenneth Kehe (2nd) said he has not 
decided yet whether the city needs a 
youth director. He asked youth commis- 
sion members to study what duties a 
youth director would perform, the needs 
of city young people and whether present 
outlets for youth activities are being 
used. 


The Rev. Donald Hallberg of the youth 


commission urged a look at whether 
youth services now available are being 
used. 


A study of present youth services and 


how they are being used should be con- 
sidered in any discussion of the possi- 
bility of hiring a youth director, he said. 


Del. Bill Tarver of the Des Plaines po- 


lice department youth bureau asked 
committee and commission members if 
the activities of a youth director would 
include programs for youngsters without 
emotional problems and who do not get 
into trouble with the law. 


Kehe also mentioned that the Rev. Da- 


' vid Russell, former director of the Place 
for People center, has suggested the city 
might hire a worker who contacts trou- 
bled youths on the street instead of wait- 
ing for them to come to the youth work- 
ef. | 


Tarver said while students with emo- 


tional problems should be able to obtain 
services such as those offered by the 
Make Township Mental Health Associ- 
ation or the Salvation Army Community 
Counseling Center, the majority of 
youths are simply seeking something to 
do. 


Tarver also suggested that a directory 


of youth activities and services should be 
compiled, listing all applicable programs 
and agencies, including schools and park 
districts. 


The Rev. Donald Hughes, youth com- 


mission chairman, told Kehe his group 
will study the situation further and re- 
port back to the council committee. 


Father Hughes said the commission's 


report would include a study of present 
resources available for youth activities 
and services. Included in this would be 
programs offered by schools, churches, 
the park district, Maine Township Men- 
tal Health Association, the Salvation 
Army, and the police department. 


Father Hughes said the commission 
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would then try to determine what the 
role of a youth director would be and 
whether or not he would coordinate pre- 
sent services or begin new programs. 


Father Hughes said he was not sure 


whether the group could recommend a 
youth director for next year until the 
study is completed within the next couple 
of months.

to Robert Teepe, chairman of DAMP. 


DAMP is the water 
commission 


serving the four communities. Also af- 
fected by the lawsuit are Elmhurst, Vina 
Park, and Lombard, which make up the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. DAMP 
and Tree Towns tentatively have agreed 
to cooperate in the multi-million-dollar 
water diversion project. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR the MSD said 


yesterday the district feels the state's al- 
location of water is in conflict with a 
U.S. Supreme Court order of 1967. 


At that time the high court ruled 


against six states and gave Illinois 'per- 
mission to divert a total of 3,200 cubic 
feet per second (cfps) from the lake. The

"We've tried going 
out at night, to take them out and then 
put them back in the morning, but the 
next night they just come and take them 
all out again," Cooper said. Besides the 
flagpins, Cooper said vandals have stolen 
balls, broken ball-washers, and thrown 
benches in the creek. 


court designated the state Department of 
Transportation the responsibility of allo- 
cating that water equitably. 


MSD Pres. John Egan said yesterday 


he believes the state agencyr through its 
Division of Waterways, "acted arbi- 
trarily and capriciously in making the al- 
location." 


The state has allocated 34.8 cfps to 


DAMP for 1975, with an increase to 42.5 
by I960. Tree towns was granted 56 
cfps for 1975 and 70.8 for 1980. 


Of the maximum allowable diversion 


of 3,200 cfps for the entire state, the MSD 
currently is diverting about 1,100, which 
are used primarily to "flush" sewage 
down the Chicago River. 


THE MSD FEELS the allocations to 


the seven communities is improper be- 
cause it diminishes the amount of water 
the district is allowed to divert. 


Egan criticized the allocations on the 


ground that the communities will not 
make use of the water until after 1975. 
He added, "It creates an added burden 
for the district's water pollution abate- 
ment program, which is second to none." 


Vincent Flood, attorney for the MSD, 


admitted the use of lake water for drink- 
ing purposes "is a higher use" than that 
of the MSD, but said, "Our allocation 
would be reduced without the commu- 
nities using the allocations for a long pe- 
riod of time." 


However, according to an allocation 


schedule released in Jury by the state, 
the MSD's allocation will remain at 1,100 
cfps until 1980, when it will be allowed 
1,000 dps. 


John Guillou, chief engineer for the di- 


vision of waterways, has stated pre- 
viously that the MSD should seek other 
methods of satisfying the oxygen needs 
to prevent water pollution from sewage. 
He has maintained that by 1980 the MSD 
should not need as much water. 


Teepe said the legal action could hold 


up the efforts of D A M P and Tree 
towns, even if the court eventually rules 
against the MSD. He explained that with 
the allocation urquestion, the two water 
commissions may have difficulty in ob- 
taining interim financing for detailed en- 
gineering drawings and that they could 
not attempt to sell bonds with the suit 
pending.

THIS WEEK THERE is some super- 


serious bass fishing going on at Ross 
Burnett Reservoir, near Brandon, Miss. 
This tiny, typically southern hamlet is 
playing host to some of the country's 
best anglers in the $15,500 Rebel In- 
vitational Bass Tournament. 


For three days, some 200 proclaimed 


and self-styled "experts" are going to be 
competing for a top prize of $3,000 cash, 
not to mention some hefty merchandise 
prizes, including a fully rigged Ranger 
bass boat for the tournament's largest 
bass. Each of the entrants has forked 
over a $150 entry fee for the privilege of 
flinging his choice of hardware at the in- 
habitants of this 31,000 acre, pollution- 
free 7-year-old impoundment of the Pearl 
River. 


It was Just a few years ago, 1969, that 


Kansan Dwlght Keefer, Texan Curio 
Morris and I won the World Series of 
Bass Fishing Team Championship and 
Keefer won the singles championship at 
Long Lake in Wisconsin. For two days of 
fishing we got the handshakes of some of 
our friends, a few lures and a trophy 
each. As of this week, by comparison, 
Bill Dance of Memphis, Tenn., the all- 
time BASS tournament money winner 
has won $21,340.00 in cash, not to men- 
tion the bass boats and other worthwhile 
merchandise prizes he must have ac- 
cumulated in the four years the "Pro- 
Tour" has been swinging. 


The Ross Bnrnett tournament Is the 


fifth stop on this year's tour of six quali- 
fying tournaments and the pressure is 
on the contestants lo hang In the top two 
doxen point scorers. Based on 35 points 
for a win, 34 for second, 33 for third, etc., 
the top 24 scoring pros for the year's six 
tournaments will be invited to partici- 
pate In an all expenses paid fishing con- 
test at an unnamed "mystery lake" in 
late October for a winner-take-all $10,000 
prlie. 


At this writing, Tom Mann of Eufaula, 


Ala,, is heading the list, with Roland 
Martin of Tulsa, Okla, second. Third, 
with 66 points is a Celina, Tenn., dock 
operator and guide on Dale Hollow Lake, 
Billy Westmorland. Bill Dance is cur- 
rently fourth with 65 points. Glin Wells of 
Greenbrier, Tenn., is fifth. Sixth and sev- 
enth is close, between a 38-year-old mor- 
tician. Shorty Evans of Houston, Mo., 
and sheet metal contractor Carlos Mayo 
of Springdale. Ark. 


Others in the top ten are Forrest Wood, 


designer of the Ranger bass boat, of 
Flippin. 
Ark.; Gerald 
Blanchard, of 


Memphis sewing machine distributor, 
and John Morris, a young Springfield, 
Mo. sporting goods dealer. 


Ray Scott, founder of BASS (Bass An- 


glers Sportsmans Society), and the 
"guiding light" behind the pro bass tour, 
guessed that Ross Barnett Reservoir is 
about perfect for the point chasers. "Au- 
gust fishing is great in Barnett," he said.

The plastic worm fisherman 
who can locate a good school in the drop- 
offs and holes will clean up here." 


Scott also requested that we point out 


the BASS project designed to keep the 
tournament bass alive to fight another 
day. The society's "Don't Kill Your 
Catch" program provides for almost in- 
stant scoring of bass so they can be re- 
leased back into the lake. Scott's figures 
show that 86.1 per cent of the fish are 
released alive. 


This new concept requires that all ap- 


proved BASS tournament boats have a 
mechanical device to aerate and circu- 
late water in the boat's live well. Be- 
cause of the high temperatures this week 
at Ross Barnett, fishermen will also be 
required to add ice to their wells to keep 
the fish comfortable. 


Tournament fishing is "a whole 'nuther 


ball game" as compared to "old buddy" 
fishing. In the first place, the guy in the 
other end of the boat is not a pal, but a 
competitor. In a drawing the night before 
the first day's competition, names are 
drawn to determine the pairings. Then 
the two get together to decide whose boat 
they'll use. Each contestant gets to run 
the boat half the time. 


It is in this split-time use of the con- 


trols and the electric fishing motor that 
tournaments are often won or lost. The 
guy in control runs the boat toward a 
spot he wants to fish. He cuts the .out- 
board engine and moves into position to 
operate the fishing motor. Both anglers 
are watching the fish locator dial so 
they'll know when to cast. The guy in the 
back of the boat is feeling pretty good, 
perhaps, because the boat is moving 
broadside along a dropoff. 


But just as the 10-foot break is coming 


into range, the guy running the motor 
will turn the boat to give himself the first 
shot at the break, leaving the "partner" 
in the rear of the boat with no chance to 
get in the first cast. 


Some fishermen solve that problem by 


simply shooting a fast hard one right by 
the front guy's ear two or three times. 
This will generally convince him to bring 
the boat around. But even if it doesn't, 
when the other half of the day starts, the 
angler who has been a second-class citi- 
zen all morning will do exactly the same 
thing to the other guy. When you're fish- 
ing for big money, there's no such thing 
as "buddies." 


Although there are no Illinois or Wis- 


consin fishermen, indeed no midwestern 
fishermen, among the top point scorers 
in BASS at the currant time (Al Lindner 
of Brainerd, Minn., is just out of the top 
25) that may change in a year or two. 
Scott recently announced the formation 
of an Illinois Federation of BASS chap- 
ters. 


Edward A. Smith, a sales representa- 


tive from Bartonville was elected presi- 
dent of the Illinois Federation. Secretary 
is William Bates, an officer of a heating 
and air conditioning firm from Spring- 
field. Other. members of the Illinois 
board of directors are Rene LaCroix, Jr., 
a truck driver from Berwyn; Gary Mur- 
phy, a Galesburg butcher, and John L. 
Thomas, an operating engineer from Bel- 
leville.

There are presently 11 BASS chapters 


in Illinois eligible to affiliate with the 
state federation and 3,850 lUinoisans are 
members of the 88,000 man national or- 
ganization.

Dart Players Taking Aim

On Bigger, Better Things

NEW YORK - (NEA)-Consider the 


possibilities. 


The World Series of Darts; 
A Most Valuable Darter holding out for 


a. $300,000 contract; 
Monday Night Darts; . 


Construction of a special pub to hold 


30,000 people for dart matches; 


Howard Cosell making sharply aimed 


comments. 


This'is the country, you'll remember, 


where Harold Bobbins, Martha Mitchell, 
McDonald's hamburgers and Troy Do- 
nahue have risen to fame and fortune, so 
why not the game of darts? 


There are already organizations called 


the National Dart League and the United 
S t a t e s Dart Association, 
sometimes 


known as USDA to those who were not 
born on farms. They estimate, perhaps 
with 
understandable 
overzealousness, 


that there are 3 million dart players in 
the United States today, 10,000 of whom 
are involved in regular league play, 
mostly in "pubs" (which are to be differ- 
entiated, by dart players at least, from 
"bars"). 


And the latest feather in the darters' 


cap is a project creating a British vs. 
American tournament along Davis Cup 
lines, although this one will be fought for 
the Pimm's Cup, named after an alcohol- 
ic beverage whose maker is ponsoring 
the competition. 


As expert darters play it, the game is 


one of finesse. .None of this ferociously 
zinging darts into the board, as if it were 
the kid down the block who always steals 
your bike. The approved technique is 
more like shooting a free throw in bas- 
ketball, all delicacy and precision, a liz- 
ardy flick of the wrist to send the dart on 
a lazy arc to the board eight feet away. 


Darts, surrounded as it is by images of 


English fog and Sherlock Holmes, is a 
white collar equivalent to bowling. 
Among the players competing here 
recently for a spot on the American 
Pimm's Cup team were an economist, an 
advertising man, a real estate salesman 
and a whole commuter train full of 
young executive types. 


Anybody who has.passed the pin-the- 


tail-on-the-donkey stage has his own per- 
sonal se't of three darts that he carries 
in a compact plastic case (it's true that 


, you don't have to worry 'about stabbing 


yourself with a bowling ball but then it 
doesn't hurt you if you drop a dart on 


, your foot). Some of the more snobbish 
competitors 
even. have 
custommade 


darts that cost $50 a set. 


There are, as yet, no professional dart 


players. 


For instance, Adele Nutter, the 1972 


national women's champion — darts, for 
no reason other than tradition, is sexual- 
ly segregated — is 'a vision therapist who 
became interested in darts when she 
went to a New York pub where a game 


was in progress. 


That was two years ago. Now she prac- 


tices two hours a day on her home board, 
plays for two organized teams and has 
become what dart insiders call "a score 
monger," otherwise known as a fanatic. 


"I've become addicted to it," she says. 


"I wish it was a pill so I could take it." 


Darts, she has discovered, is a game 


for between or during drinks and atmos- 
phere is everything. 


"I play best where there's a jukebox 


playing and people yelling and scream- 
ing all around us," Ms. Nutter says. "It 
makes me nervous if it's too quiet." 


Whether darts is about to become a 


sport for the masses is uncertain. 


It will not help you keep your" weight 


down, since as Ms. Nutter says, "If you 
can walk up to the board to pull your 
darts out, you're in good enough shape to 
play." 


It can be expensive, especially if you 


toss more drinks than you do darts. 


And it could be dangerous if somebody 


gets carried away and yells, "Stick it in 
his ear." 


But then bowling, golf and curling all 


had to scratch their way up from obscur- 
ity, too. 


As Jack Guilofyle, executive director 


of the National Dart League, says, un- 
flinchingly, "What began as a pastime 
has reached the point of serious com- 
petition."

In California last week Gov. Ronald 


Reagan signed into law legislation mak- 
ing potentially lethal blowguns illegal 


"This is great!" exclaimed Seymour 


Puffoff, executive director of the Nation- 
al Council for a Sane Blowgun Policy, 
when I called him up for comment 


"If other states, or maybe Congress it- 


self, will follow through with similar 
measurei, America will be a safer place 


in which to live." 


I said, "How many people in the 


United States are killed or wounded each 
year by blowgnns?" 


"STATISTICS LIKE that cannot be 


compiled accurately owing to the diffi- 
culty in distinguishing blowgun attacks 
from certain other types of aggression," 
Puffoff replied. 


"Let us say, for example, that a group 


of revelers are playing darts in a friend- 
ly tavern One of them makes an errant 
throw, causing the dart to sail over the 
transom and strike a pedestrian on the 
sidewalk outside. 


"The passerby may very well report 


unduly creating alarm that a blowgun 
sniper is at large in the neighborhood 


"On the other hand, someone who is 


actually the victim of a blowgun attack 
may be fooled into thinking he has mere- 
ly been jabbed with a darning needle by 
some disgruntled old maid. 


"Other blowgun victims may simply 


conclude that they have accidentally be- 
come involved in mass vaccination pro- 
grams. 


"STILL OTHER blowgun victims may 


erroneously assume that they have been 
inadvertently mainlined by a jittery jun- 
kie who was shaking too hard to hit bis 
own arm. 


"On balance, it is our belief that far 


more people are being blowgunned than 
is generally realized. Frequent failure to 
report such assaults has given the public 
a false sense of security " 


I said, "Something must be done to 


keep breath-propelled weapons out of the 
mouths of criminals " 


"That's only part of it," Puffoff said. 


"Our records indicate that by far the 
largest number of blowgun casualties is 
caused by people accidentally shooting 
themselves " 


"How do they do that'" 
"When they put the blowgun to their 


lips, they make a mistake and inhale."

THE SHADE IS fastened to a wooden 


roller with staples, tacks or tape. Inside 
the roller there is a coil spring with a 
dowel inside. One end of the roller has a 
stationary pin. The other has a flat, ro- 
tating pin. Metal caps protect these 
parts. 


There are tiny pawls that fit into slots 


at the end with the rotating pin. The 
force of rotation causes the pawls to be 
released and that in turn causes the 
spring to raise the shade. Whenever you 
stop the shade's movement you cause the 
pawls to drop into place, locking the roll- 
er in that position. 


When the shade does not roll up, in- 


crease the spring tension by pulling the 
shade down a few times. Remove the 
roller from the brackets and roll the 
shade tightly. Put it back and try again. 


The pawls drop into place by gravity 


and sometimes they stick. Check to see if 
this has happened. 


If you lubricate, use graphite, not oil, 


since oil picks up dirt and gums. 


When a shade suddenly snaps up, then

the spring is too tight. Roll the shade to 
the top, take the roller off the brackets, 
unroll about halfway down and replace. 


WOBBLY AND falling shades may be 


due to loose brackets. Make certain they 
are fastened with screws rather than 
nails. 


If you are moving a shade to a slightly 


larger window you can make it work by 
making the brackets stick out a bit far- 
ther by shimming them with bits of card- 
board. Or extend the stationary pin by 
pulling it out a little. 


If you move a shade to a narrower 


window (a likelier move), work on the 
fixed-pin end of the roller. Remove the 
fabric and cut the end of the roller where 
the fixed pin is (it pulls out easily). 


Then put the pin back and replace the 


end cap. 


Trim the shade by stretching it on a 


flat surface, measuring, marking and 
cutting against a straight edge. Refasten 
the roller with tacks, staples or tape.

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There is something hauntingly exotic 


About mushrooms 


A search for the forest fungi conjures 


up vivid fantasies of trekking through 
swamp-soaked spaghum moss with a 
booty owl, a hawk or some other wild- 
eyed creature of the forest wntching your 
every move — waiting 


The aura of danger, tike poison ivy, 


gives mushrooming a Lucretia Borgia- 
like air about it. Mushroom poisoning 
has strange hallucinatory effects. As you 
may know, LSD is fungal in origin. 


Many, many mushroomers will flock to 


the woods during the next few weeks 
Many more would like to if they could 
identify the good ones from the bad ones. 


MUSHROOM 
IDENTIFICATION 
is 


just as interesting as "flower name-call- 
ing." But the greater challenge with the 
mushroom is complete accuracy, espe- 
cially if you plan to eat your decisions 
There is an extreme swing between 
pleasure and pain if you "guess" wrong 


Some mushrooms are so easy to identi- 


fy that a mushroom hunter can hardly go 
wrong. Most people stick with these easy 
marks: the boletus family, the wood 
mushrooms, the morels, puffballs are 
among the easiest to identify. 


The greatest danger • In eating the 


white, golf-ball like puffballs is that in- 
stead of a puffball you might miscoltect 
the button stage of a poisonous Amanita 
(the angel of death mushroom). In that 
case, it will be the last such mistake you 
ever make. The symptoms of amanita 
poisoning are delayed, making the appli- 
cation of first aid useless. (Obviously. 
I'm telling you this NOT from first-hand 
experience.) 


THERE ARE A few of the Amanita 


family that are not lethal, yet still poi- 
sonous. It is believed that the Berserks, 
a group of 12th century Scandivnnians, 
ate the Amanita muscana for its in- 
toxicating properties just before battle. 
They would be seized by fury and act 
like animals, often going into battle

dressed only in a bearskin. The onset of 
the poisoning (hallucinatory effect is 
what it is) was accompanied by fits of 
shivering and chills in which their faces 
would swell and change color. 


At the height of their rage, they 


howled, bit their shields and cut down 
their opponents mercilessly. Once the fit 
ended, they were left weak and stupid 
for days on end. One might think the 
Berserks were mad if it wasn't for the 
fact that in 1123 a law was passed that 
forbid people from going berserk and 
having mass fits of madness. The Ber- 
serks stopping eating amanita muscaria 
and no violations of the law were report- 
ed. 


The forest fungus in the Midwest is re- 


ceiving more intensive study these days, 
due to the fact that the Center for Forest 
Mycology Research, US Forest Products 
Laboratory, moved' "to Madison, Wis. 
(from Laurel, Md.), last year. 


FUNGI. ACCORDING to mycology sci- 


entist Michael Larsen, are the more neg- 
lected living things in the world. Yet 
they are essential as the forest clean-up 
committee, maintaining biological bal- 
ance as they convert dead wood back to 
its soil components plus the carbon diox- 
ide needed for new plant life. Some fungi 
are also indispensible to tree life and 
function. 


If you are interested 
in the wonderful 


world of mushrooms, pick up a good 
book as you head out to the Forest Pre- 
serve, a book like Alexander' Smith's 
'.'Mushroom Hunter's Field Guide", Uni- 
versity of Michigan Press, $8.95) or write 
the Center for suggestions. 


The Center for Forest Mycology Re- 


search is also quite responsive to sam- 
ples of questionable species which are 
sent to them for identification. 


As a parting word, remember, never, 


never eat a wild mushroom if you are 
not positive that it is edible and nonpoi- 
sonous. If in doubt, seed it, send another 
sample to the Center and await results.

Most people sign their names so 


frequently — on checks, letters, rosters, 
petitions, application forms, etc. — that 
the action becomes automatic and is ac- 
companied by little thought. 


But he who thoughtlessly affixes his 


signature to any sort of legal contract is 
asking for a heap of trouble. 


Never, never sign a legal document un- 


less. 


1. You understand what it says thor- 


oughly, especially any fine print; be sure 
you read it yourself. If you don't under- 
stand it, have a reliable person — your 
attorney, if possible — explain it. 


2. The merchandise, service or agree- 


ment is exactly what you want and need. 


3. The contract provides for guaran- 


tees, repair services, etc., in written 
clauses. 


4. There are no blank spaces. 
The Federal Trade Commission, which 


offers these tips to consumers, also adds 
that you should never allow merchants to 
add new purchases to a contract on 
which you are already making pay- 
ments, because if you fail to meet the 
additional payments you may lose every- 
thing. 


Never sign a contract without knowing 


the total price, the FTC warns, and nev- 
er sign just to get rid of a salesman. 
Always be sure you get a copy of any 
contract you sign. 


In short, take your time. Once your 


name is signed, you are legally com- 
mitted.

Speaking of contract risks, a reader 


has reported to us that representatives of 


the Wes-Ware cookware company are 
currently in operation at Woodfield mall. 
The company, which uses a chain refer- 
ral sales approach, has been named in a 
suit by the state attorney general charg- 
ing fraud (see The Herald, Aug. 10). 
However, according to the attorney gen- 
eral's office, Wes-Ware has until Sept. 10 
to reply to the charges, during which 
time they are under no operating con- 
straints The attorney general's office 
has asked the court to nullify all Wes- 
Ware contracts sold by the chain meth- 
od, but a spokesman emphasized that at 
this time there is no way to predict what 
the outcome of the case will be.

Dear Dorothy: We've just built on 


some rooms to our home and have been 
invaded by the large black carpenter 
ants. We've tried ant sprays and ant 
traps but nothing has helped. Are there 
any potent insecticides still recommend- 
ed for this type of pest? — Mrs. Fred 
Wolfe 


While ants usually have their nests out- 


doors, they could be in the house. Try 
tracing the ants' line of march to see if 
you can locate the nest. If you find it, 
you can use a liquid household in- 
secticide containing chlordane, diazinon, 
lindane or malathion. Then you should 
treat every area they use with the spray. 
In the kitchen it might be better to apply 
the liquid with a small paint brush. Al- 
low a few days for the residual effects of 
the insecticide to get the ants. If they 
still appear, you haven't treated every 
surface that they crawl on.

Dear Dorothy: We have a good size 


freezer and with company unexpectedly 
dropping in, I'd like to keep frozen ice 
cubes on hand. I'm told you know the 
secret of making commercial ice cubes. 
Would you mind repeating it? — Alice P. 


Sorry. All I can repeat is there is no 


home method to match the clear com- 
mercial ice cubes. Commercially, the 
water is constantly agitated and the 
cubes freeze from the outside in. The 
minerals and deposits go to the center 
and are drained off;

If there's enough, it makes good 


stroganoff. Lightly saute some chopped 
onion, and add the strips of meat, a little 
water and a little meat concentrate. Sim- 
mer until the flavors are blended and 
add a dollop of sour cream just before 
serving — either over rice or noodles.
